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Kerry offers 
support for 
Massachusetts 
marriage ban

D emocratic presidential front-run¬ 
ner John Kerry on Monday offered 
conditional support for an amend¬ 
ment to the Massachusetts Constitu¬ 
tion banning gay marriage, telling 
NPR’s All 

Things Con¬ 
sidered that “it 
depends en¬ 
tirely on the 
language and 
whether it per¬ 
mits civil 

unions and 
partnership or 
not.” 

His com¬ 
ments indicat- Senator John Kerry 

ed that if a --*—— 

proposed amendment contained such 
language, he would support it. 

Kerry’s comments came as the 
Massachusetts Legislature prepared to 
convene a constitutional convention 
Wednesday, February 11 to consider 
an amendment after the Supreme Ju¬ 
dicial Court last week reaffirmed its* 
November 2003 decision that said it 
was unconstitutional for the state to 
deny marriage licenses to same-sex 
couples. Civil unions, the court said, 
were not enough. 

The decision paves the way for 
Massachusetts to begin issuing mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples in 
May. A constitutional amendment 
would not come before Massachusetts 
voters until at least 2006. 

Kerry, a Massachusetts senator, 
said he supports civil unions and do¬ 
mestic partnerships, but was adamant 
that marriage should be between a 
man and a woman. 

“I’m for civil unions and I’m for 
partnership rights,” Kerry said. “What 
ought to condition this debate is not 
the term ‘marriage’ as much as the 
rights that people are afforded. 

“I think [the word] ‘marriage’ gets 
in the way of the whole debate,” Kerry 
told NPR. “Marriage to many is what’s 
sanctified by the church. I think mar¬ 
riage is a separate institution. I think 
marriage is under the church and be¬ 
tween a man and a woman.” 

Asked by NPR about those mar¬ 
riages not performed in houses of 
worship, Kerry remained steadfast in 
his opposition to gay marriage. 

“Even for those marriages,” he told 
the station. “What you call something 
is not that critical.” 

Local LGBT leaders reacted with 
outrage. 

“I am really steamed. For a candi¬ 
date for president to be so clueless 
about the government’s role in mar¬ 
riage and have this myopic view that 
marriage is only religious is not only

SF to 

sanction 

gay 

marriage

A t noon today (Thursday, February 12), 
when gay and lesbian couples demand 
marriage licenses from San Francisco 
County Clerk Nancy Alfaro, they most 
likely will be 
told, “Come back 
next week.” 

Working in con¬ 
junction with the city 
attorney’s office, Al¬ 
faro is looking into 
ways the" city and 
county can issue 
marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples. 

The move comes 
after Mayor Gavin 
Newsom sent Alfaro 
a request on Tuesday, February 10 that asked 
her to determine the necessary changes to the 
“forms and documents used to apply for and 
issue marriage licenses ... in order to provide 
[them] on a non-discriminatory basis.” 

On Wednesday, Alfaro said she hoped to 
meet with the city attorney’s staff that after¬ 
noon to discuss the family and health and 
safety codes that pertain to marriage as well 
as what changes can be made to her office’s 
forms. 

“We want to see what the city attorney’s 
staff says we can do,” said Alfaro. “How soon 
we can get this going -1 cannot answer that 
question until I speak to them.” 

Chief Deputy City Attorney Therese 
Stewart, an out lesbian, said she hopes to get 
to it by the end of the week. 

“If we possibly can, maybe a little sooner 
than that,” said Stewart on Tuesday. “I do not

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Bush to back marriage ban

K ey advisers to President 
Bush said Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 10 that the presi¬ 
dent will endorse the 
proposed Federal Marriage 
Amendment to the U.S. 

Constitution that would de- 
fine marriage as the union p res|dent Bush 

of a man and a woman. _ 

First reported in the 
Washington Post , the advisers indicated that 
the president will soon publicly support the 
language introduced by Representative Mar¬ 
ilyn Musgrave (R-Colorado) that backers 
contend would ban gay marriage but not pre¬ 
vent state legislatures from allowing civil 
unions and domestic partnerships that are 
available in Vermont and California. 

As the Bay Area Reporter went to press, the 
White House refused to commit the presi¬ 
dent to supporting the FMA. The Associated 
Press reported that White House press secre¬ 
tary Scott McClellan said the administration 
is closely watching events in Massachusetts, 
where state lawmakers convened a constitu¬ 
tional convention to address an amendment 
that would ban gay marriage in that state. 
The move comes after the Supreme Judicial 
Court - the state’s highest - reaffirmed its 
November ruling that gays are entitled to 
nothing less than marriage and that civil 
unions are not enough. 

Reaction from community members and 
allies was swift. 

The Human Rights Campaign accused the 
president of using the gay marriage issue as a 
way “to start the general election campaign on 
a fresh issue.” HRC also said that contrary to 
what backers of the amendment say, it could 
also prohibit civil unions or other legal protec¬ 
tions for same-sex couples and their children. 

“This amendment could take away any 
state’s right to make its own enforceable pol¬ 
icy to protect its same-sex couples. Make no 
mistake, this amendment is neither compas¬ 


sionate nor conserva¬ 
tive,” HRC President 
Cheryl Jacques said in 
a statement. 

Jacques also re¬ 
ferred to Bush’s ap¬ 
pearance Sunday on 
NBC’s Meet the Press. 
“The president talked 
this weekend about 
freedom and protect¬ 
ing the minorities in 
Iraq. What about the 
freedom of the minorities in his own nation?” 

The American Civil Liberties Union said 
that the FMA would “completely deny all 
government benefits to unmarried couples, 
be they gay or straight.” 

The ACLU also noted that the measure as 
written is “fundamentally at odds with basic 
principles of federalism and state authority, 
which has made the amendment a wedge 
issue even among conservatives.” 

Several noted conservatives, including 
columnist George Will, have argued against 
amending the Constitution to ban gay mar¬ 
riage. 

Log Cabin Republicans Executive Direc¬ 
tor Patrick Guerriero said his organization 
will fight the proposed amendment. 

“As conservative Republicans, we are out¬ 
raged that any Republican - particularly the 
leader of our party and this nation - would 
support any effort to use our sacred United 
States Constitution as a way of scoring polit¬ 
ical points in an election year,” Guerriero said. 

Mark Mead, LRC’s political director, said, 
“Log Cabin will fight the Federal Marriage 
Amendment all across this country, state by 
state, if we must.” 

Molly McKay, a San Francisco attorney 
and Northern California executive director of 
Marriage Equality California, told the B.A.R. 
that Bush’s anticipated announcement “shows 
how little Bush understands the issues.” 

“It’s a major political misstep,” she said. 
“He’s putting himself at odds with members 
of his own party.” T

Later Mast call’ 
clears first hurdle

nonbinding city resolution 
J H in support of extending late 
mm night bar and nightclub 
hours was adopted by the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors on 
Tuesday, February 10 by a vote of 
8-3. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin, urged 
the state Legislature to take action 
to amend Alcohol and Beverage 
Control regulations so that last 
call hours in certain establish¬ 
ments could be extended to 4 a.m. 

San Francisco is one of the 
only tourist-destination cities 
with a last call of 2 a.m., lagging 
behind major cities like New York 
and Miami but also smaller cities 
including Portland, Oregon and 
Fort Worth, Texas. 

With the Board’s adoption of 


the resolution, Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Francisco) is 
now expected to introduce state 
legislation to extend last call 
hours. Such legislation would af¬ 
fect only the San Francisco bars 
zoned for after-hours operations 
and would allow jurisdictions to 
opt-in or opt-out of the later serv¬ 
ing times, said Leno, who empha¬ 
sized that the extended hours will 
simply bring San Francisco up to 
speed with the rest of the country, 
allowing its businesses and work- 
ers to earn more, and attracting 
more visitors who factor night 
culture into their destinations. 

“The businesses which would 
be .affected are many. All the wait 
staff of restaurants and bars 
would make more wages. Musi¬ 
cians would be employed for 
longer hours. All the multi-cultur¬ 
al and ethnic expressions of 
dance, music, and poetry would 



have greater opportunities to 
carry on later into the night,” Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter last 
week. “I think it’s rich with possi¬ 
bility.” 

Leno also pointed to data 
demonstrating that later last calls 
are also associated with fewer al¬ 
cohol related traffic deaths, ac¬ 
cording to data from the National 
Traffic Safety Administration, as 
bar patrons tend to cram more 
liquor into the space of an hour 
when pressed for time. 

The last call legislation effort 
was first organized by members of 
the San Francisco Late Night 
Coalition, and then approved 
unanimously last year by the San 
Francisco Entertainment Com¬ 
mission, a diverse body of repre¬ 
sentatives from the public health, 
law enforcement, and entertain¬ 
ment sectors. The commission 
then brought the proposal to local 
and state legislators. 

Those supervisors voting 
against the resolution at the board 
meeting Tuesday were Supervisors 
Tony Hall, Sophie Maxwell, and 
Gerardo Sandoval. The adopted 
resolution, while not binding, 
should encourage support for 
Leno’s proposed state legislation. ▼

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Abbott Labs faces 
boycott, investigations

group of prominent physi¬ 
cians has signed onto a 
- boycott of all products 
from Abbott Laboratories in light 
of the drug company’s recent 
price hike of its HIV/AIDS medi¬ 
cine Norvir. Additionally, treat¬ 
ment activists have filed lawsuits 
across the country against Abbott, 
and some key state agencies are 
investigating the Norvir increase. 
The federal government may in¬ 
vestigate the matter. 

These announcements were 
made by the AIDS Treatment Ac¬ 
tivists Coalition at a news confer¬ 
ence held at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation on Tuesday, 
February 10. Representatives from 
across the country were on hand 
to describe what they called an 
“unprecedented” price hike by a 
pharmaceutical company that has 
stirred unprecedented anger 
throughout the medical and polit¬ 
ical communities. 

Norvir - the brand name for 
ritonavir - was originally devel¬ 
oped as a full-dose protease in¬ 
hibitor but is primarily used these 
days in smaller doses as a “boost¬ 
er” for other drugs. 

In December, just days after 
World AIDS Day, Abbott an¬ 
nounced that Norvir’s price 
would increase from $20.52 per 
1,200 milligrams to $8.50 per 100 
milligrams. The increase was ini¬ 
tially reported as 500 percent, al¬ 
though advocate^ have clarified 
that the move was actually a five¬ 
fold, 400 percent price hike. 

Abbott’s own rationale for the 
drug price increase included the 
fact that people now take less of 
the drug than its original pricing 
took into account. The company 
also claimed that the hike was nec¬ 
essary to pay for future research 
efforts, and that under-insured 
patients would continue to receive 
the drug for free, regardless of 
their incomes. Adding insult to in¬ 
jury, said advocates, the company 
actually claimed that its drug re¬ 
mains the cheapest protease in¬ 
hibitor prescribed. 

But as Bob Huff from New 
York’s Gay Men’s Health Crisis 


demonstrated, 100 milligrams of 
Norvir may be cheaper than 1,200 
milligrams of another drug, but a 
full dose of Norvir is “off the 
chart” when it comes to standard 
pricing. 

AIDS advocates also rebuked 
Abbott’s rationale for the increase, 
pointing out that Abbott is rarely 
involved in unprofitable research; 
that Norvir “sells itself” and is a 
“zero-cost, money making drug” 
for the company because so many 
treatments rely on it; and that pa¬ 
tients who exceed their insurance 
caps due to Norvir’s increase may 
continue to receive Norvir for 
free, but will be left in the dust 
when it comes to paying for their 
other medicines. 

The real reason for the hike, 
said advocates, is that it allows Ab¬ 
bott to corner the market on com¬ 
bination therapies. Abbott’s Kale- 
tra, which contains Norvir, has 
not been affected by the Norvir 
increase, which means physicians 
looking to save their patients 
money will likely favor Kaletra 
over other protease inhibitors plus 
a boosting dose of Norvir. 

Tuesday’s news conference was 
meant to give voice to those who 
refuse to be forced into such prac¬ 
tices. The hundreds of nationally 
prominent doctors who have 
signed onto the Abbott boycott 
have pledged to refuse to meet 
with Abbott sales representatives, 
and to prescribe drugs other than 
Abbott drugs whenever a patient’s 
health will not be compromised. 


They also have emphasized that 
their advisory relationships with 
Abbott are no longer in effect, and 
that “we’re going to terminate 
their free access to our advice,” 
said Dr. Benjamin Young, an 
HIV/AIDS physician in Denver, 
Colorado. 

In addition to the boycott, Ab¬ 
bott faces investigations over the 
Norvir hike from the attorneys 
general of New York and Illinois, 
according to recent news reports. 
And on Wednesday, February 11, 
the Los Angeles-based AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation an¬ 
nounced that it had filed a federal 
lawsuit alleging violation of an¬ 
titrust laws for the Norvir in¬ 
crease; the suit states, among other 
things, that in December 2003, 
Abbott “announced an unprece¬ 
dented 400 percent price hike for 
Norvir, while leaving the price of 
Kaletra - which has Norvir as a 
significant component - un¬ 
changed.” T

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DA drops charges 
against gay bar patrons

he San Francisco District At¬ 
torney’s office has decided 
not to pursue legal action 
against patrons of a South of Mar¬ 
ket bar charged with lewd con¬ 
duct, sources told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

On the night of November 14, 
2003, state regulators arrested six 
men for allegedly having public 
sex in the bathroom at My Place, a 
gay bar on Folsom Street. The 
men were given citations and told 
to appear in court in January. The 
B.A.R. is not identifying the men. 

The Friday night raid at the bar 
was the culmination of a seven- 
month investigation by the state 
Department of Alcohol and Bev¬ 
erage Control after the agency re¬ 
ceived complaints of sexual acts 
taking place inside the bar. Since 
the raid, the bar has been allowed 
to operate while the agency re¬ 
viewed its liquor license. 

After reviewing the matter, the 
district attorney’s office decided 
not to charge the cases. Debbie 
Mesloh, spokeswoman for District 
Attorney Kamala Harris, said the 
case was not pursued partly be¬ 
cause there were no complaining 
witnesses to the events. 

Therefore, she said, the inci¬ 
dents the men were accused of 
“obviously didn’t cause a threat to 
the public safety in the situation 
or to the bar patrons. The decision 


by the D.A. was not to file this case 
but to let the ABC take appropri¬ 
ate action.” 

While the charges in this case 
were dropped, a source within the 
D.A.’s office stressed the decision 
should not be viewed as a “free 
pass” for men to have sex in bars. 
Future incidents of such behavior 
could be prosecuted, said the 
source, who spoke on the condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. 

As for Harris’s decision, An¬ 
drew Gomez, the ABC’s district 
administrator, said his agency is 
not disappointed in the charges 
being dropped. 

“We have responded to the 
complaints in the way we needed 
to, and ultimately, it is a decision 
the D.A. had to make,” said 
Gomez. “Our focus is not to drop 
a hammer on someone. We want 
to gain compliance.” 

The bar’s owner met with ABC 
officials last Wednesday, February 
4, to discuss what action would be 
taken. Gomez said the owner, Jan¬ 
ice Buxton, is consulting with her 
attorneys on whether they should 
settle the matter or seek an ad¬ 
ministrative hearing. 

The bar has been given the op¬ 
tion of a.stayed revocation, where 
it would be placed under proba¬ 
tion for two years. If the ABC 
found it to be in violation of its 
liquor license during that time, 
then the agency would push to 
have its license revoked. 

Because the matter is still 


pending, the bar’s manager de¬ 
clined to comment on what steps 
the owner would take, though he 
said he expects a decision to be 
made within the next week. 

“My lawyers have advised me 
not to say anything while we are 
still in negotiations,” said the 
manager, who goes by the name 
Cip. 

Although he did add, “I am re¬ 
ally glad the D.A. decided not to 
press charges.” 

Since April 2003, My Place had 
been placed under surveillance by 
the ABC after the agency received 
anonymous complaints about al¬ 
leged drug use and lewd conduct 
occurring inside the bar. At the 
time, surprise inspections of the 
bar did not turn up anything to 
corroborate the complainants’ al¬ 
legations. 

After being notified, the bar in¬ 
stituted new policies and hired 
staff to ensure no one had sex in 
the bathroom or used drugs on 
site. Then last fall, Gomez said his 
agency received calls from a man 
who reported sex taking place at 
the bar. During several visits in 
September, October, and Novem¬ 
ber ABC agents documented such 
acts taking place and decided to 
take action against both the bar 
and its patrons. 

The ABC has stepped up en¬ 
forcement of bars since last spring 
after a court ruling that upheld its 
right to enforce rules against lewd 
conduct in bars. V

House aides told the Washington Post 
late Tuesday that President Bush * 
will indeed endorse the Federal 
Marriage Amendment that 
would define marriage as the 
union of a man and a woman. 

This comes as no surprise to us; in¬ 
deed, we expected the announcement 
during Bush’s interview with 
Russert on Sunday. 

What did surprise us, how¬ 
ever, were the comments on 
same-sex marriage by the De¬ 
mocratic front-runner for president, Massa¬ 
chusetts Senator John Kerry, in a Monday in¬ 
terview on NPR. As we report this week, 
Kerry offered conditional support for an 
amendment to the Massachusetts Constitu¬ 
tion that would ban gay marriage, though he 
did say he supports civil unions and domes¬ 
tic partnerships. Kerry’s comments, howev¬ 
er, struck us as arrogant and condescending 
to gay and lesbian Americans, and, in fact, he 
sounded a lot like the president he so badly 
wants to replace. It was Kerry on the radio 
Monday who spoke of his view that marriage 
is what is “sanctified by the church” - even if 
marriages do not take place in houses of wor¬ 
ship. It was Kerry who said, “I think marriage 
is a separate institution. I think marriage is 
under the church, between a man and a 
woman.” It was Kerry who said, “What you 
call something is not that critical.” 

Not that critical? Please. 

Doesn’t matter what you call something? 
Then why was he so insistent that “mar¬ 
riage” apply only to heterosexual couples? If 
it truly doesn’t matter, then what’s wrong 



with “gay marriage”? 

As we went to press this week, the Mass¬ 
achusetts Legislature convened a constitu¬ 
tional convention to discuss and vote on an 
amendment to the Massachusetts Constitu¬ 
tion outlawing gay marriage. Regard¬ 
less of the outcome, an amendment 
could not take effect until 2006 at the 
earliest. 

In his interview,

the religious right. In ' 
short, it was awful; and it 
enables discrimina¬ 
tion against 
same-sex couples. 

On the opposite side of 
the issue, San Francisco 
Mayor Gavin Newsom 
took the bold, coura¬ 
geous step Tuesday of 
asking the city clerk’s 
office to do whatever is 
necessary to enable the 
city to issue marriage li¬ 
censes to same-sex couples. 

This, after our story and ed¬ 
itorial last week on the issue, 
tells us that Newsom 
is no Kerry. The 
mayor has long stood 
up for equality for 
gays and lesbians, 
and this week he

map and smack in the middle of the gay mar¬ 
riage debate, and while Newsom’s order like¬ 
ly will result in the city facing legal action, let 
the courts decide whether banning same-sex 
couples from obtaining marriage licenses is 
discriminatory based on the California Con¬ 
stitution.

Claiming the right to marry

O n Thursday, Assemblyman Mark 
Leno introduced the Marriage Li¬ 
cense Non-Discrimination Act to end 
discrimination based on gender and sexual 
orientation in the issuance of marriage li¬ 
censes by the state of California. Equality 
California, the statewide lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender civil rights advocacy 
organization, is the bill’s sponsor. 

Why should California’s LGBT commu¬ 
nities take on a task as Herculean as mar¬ 
riage equality so soon on the heels of our 
amazing successes in the Legislature last 
year? We just passed a law to protect trans¬ 
gender Californians from discrimination in 
the workplace and in housing. We passed 
another law prohibiting discrimination in 
the foster care system, and still another law 
to ensure that state contractors offer equal 
benefits to employees with spouses and em¬ 
ployees with domestic partners. 

In California, 2003 saw passage of the 
most comprehensive domestic partners laws 
anywhere in the country, comparable to 
civil unions in Vermont. That law does not 
go into effect until January 2005. 

So why introduce a marriage bill now? 
Despite the sweeping impact of AB205, 
the Domestic Partner Rights and Responsi¬ 
bilities Act of 2003, same-sex couples in Cal¬ 
ifornia will still have only about half the 
rights of their heterosexual counterparts. 

And given the homophobic response of 
legislatures across the nation to recent 
events in Massachusetts, it is more impor¬ 
tant than ever that Californians stand up 
and speak loudly to reject bigotry in our 
laws. Twenty states are considering amend¬ 
ments to their constitutions to deny rights 
to LGBT people. And the right wing is 
pressing forward to write same-sex couples 
and their families out of the United States 
Constitution. 

These are crazy times. In May, Massa¬ 
chusetts couples will be able to marry re¬ 
gardless of the sex of their partners. That 
could also happen here in California - and 
we should make sure it does, before the rad¬ 
ical right makes sure it does not happen 
anywhere. 


We have traveled a long road to obtain 
the rights and responsibilities under Cali¬ 
fornia’s domestic partnership law, but we 
have not yet arrived at our destination. For 
families, the goal is equality. And equality 
means the same choices that other families 
have. 

Whether we have domestic partners, or 
children, or whether we are avowedly single 
or comfortable live-ins, we all have a stake 
in the right to marry movement. This is 
not simply a battle over a piece of 
paper. It is a battle for our right to be 
treated as full American citizens, for 
our lives and our families to be 
honored and respected under the 
rule of law upon which our democ¬ 
racy is based. 

We should never hesi¬ 
tate to articulate our right 
to be equal. 

Martin Luther King 
said: “Cowardice asks the 
question, ‘is it safe?’ Expediency asks the 
question, ‘is it politic?’ And Vanity comes 
along and asks the question, ‘is it popular?’ 
But Conscience asks the question, ‘is it 
right?’ And there comes a time when one 
must take a position that is neither safe, nor 
politic, nor popular, but he must do it be¬ 
cause Conscience tells him it is right.” 

There will always be reasons not to move 
forward, not to ask for too much, too fast. 
Will we pass a marriage bill this year? Un¬ 
likely. Will we pass a marriage bill in Cali¬ 
fornia in the next five years? Almost cer¬ 
tainly - if we believe it is important, if we 
work to educate our fellow Californians, 
and if we elect legislators who have the 
courage to listen to what their consciences 
tell them is right. 

And really - aren’t you sick and tired of 
being on the defensive? The extreme right 
has managed to pass denial of marriage acts 
in 38 states - including Proposition 22 in 
California. They have already gone after our 
new domestic partners act and if they lose 
their lawsuit against it, we will almost cer¬ 
tainly see another ballot measure in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

When are we going to start framing the 
public debate about our families and our 
communities? The marriage bill is our 


chance to be proactive instead of reactive. It 
is our chance to share the rich diversity of 
our lives and the way we care for each other 
with other Californians. The marriage bill is 
an opportunity to actively shape our own 
movement, to make our own history. 

By articulating our right to marry, we as¬ 
sert our right to full equality in our most 
powerful voice. We cannot run from the 
threat of a federal constitutional amend¬ 
ment that would deny us any rights as fam¬ 
ily members. We cannot ignore the lawsuits 
against AB205, or the rhetoric about fami¬ 
ly values that privileges one reli- 
gious world view over others. In¬ 
stead, we must claim our right to 
choose our families. 

We must claim our right to 
live as equals in society. 
California’s marriage bill 
is one way for us to do 
that. It allows us to claim 
for ourselves the rights 
that other Californians already have. It al¬ 
lows us to educate others about who we are, 
and to prepare for future attacks from a po¬ 
sition of strength. 

As lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
people, we have many differences and many 
opinions. But if one thing unites us, it 
should be the determined belief that we are 
entitled to the same choices that any other 
people have. Marriage is one of those choic¬ 
es - and it is significant because it perme¬ 
ates every layer of society throughout the 
world. Marriage is an institution unlikely to 
disappear, and so it is an institution that 
must change - as it has throughout record¬ 
ed history. 

Whether we would have chosen this bat¬ 
tle is irrelevant. Marriage equality is fast be¬ 
coming the wedge issue in the national bat¬ 
tle for control of the country. If we want to 
achieve full equality, we must take on this 
battle and we must frame the public debate 
in a way that encourages consistent progress 
toward the inevitable. We will win the right 
to marry, and we will become a stronger po¬ 
litical force because of that victory. ▼

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Don’t alienate our allies 

Matthew Bajko’s article outlining possible actions 
Mayor Gavin Newsom can take regarding gay mar- 
riage [ Gays push Newsom on marriage issue,” February 
5] was thought-provoking, which is exactly what good 
journalism is about. Bajko quotes Brandon Quinlan’s 
suggestion that Newsom should show his support for 
same-sex marriages by ordering “the marriage license 
bureau removed from San Francisco City Hall...” Dale 
Hamilton says that if “San Francisco stops performing 
hetero marriages, other cities will follow suit.” And 
Steve Weir mentions that Newsom “could dissolve” the 
County Clerk’s Office, although adding that such ac¬ 
tion “wouldn’t accomplish anything...” 

My partner and I have been together for 37 years and 
we firmly support the right to same-sex marriage, which 
is a state, not a city or county, issue. Hence, we strongly 
endorse Assemblyman Mark Leno’s proposed legislation 
to legalize gay marriage in California. For his bill to pass, 
then be signed by the governor, it will require support 
from our heterosexual friends. However, the proposals 
outlined by Messrs. Quinlan and Hamilton would an¬ 
tagonize our supporters, while accomplishing nothing 
front a legal perspective. As Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said, “A more practical approach would be to work with 
our straight allies to make everything happen.” 

Closing down the office of the county clerk in San 
Francisco, assuming it could be done legally, would, 
among many other things, jeopardize the (admitted¬ 
ly less than equal) domestic partner benefits we now 
enjoy. These include hospital visitation 
rights and the right of a surviving partner 
not to have a jointly owned residence en¬ 
dure a property tax re-assessment, which, 
for longtime couples, is often the differ¬ 
ence between keeping his/her home or 
being forced to sell it. 

The mayor of San Francisco’s legal 
powers are limited. Newsom is using his 
office as a bully pulpit to advocate for an 
end to this shameful discrimination. He supports 
Leno’s legislation and will lobby other state legislators 
to vote for it, and, if passed, encourage the governor to 
sign it. He has denounced Bush’s endorsement of a 
proposed constitutional amendment that defines 
marriage as only between a man and a woman and 
will urge members of congress to oppose it. In short, 
he is one of the “straight allies” Ammiano is counting 
on to “make everything happen.” 

If Newsom were to follow the proposals put forth 
by Quinlan and Hamilton, it would appear to be 
nothing but a fit of pique. Like the mayor, most peo¬ 
ple in San Francisco support same-sex marriages and 
Newsom can point to the city’s policies as proof that 
they do not endanger heterosexual relationships, but 
rather, that they strengthen all families. 

That, to me, makes sense.

Baker Places responds 

Baker Places Inc. would like to respond to your ar¬ 
ticle of January 29 [“Kicked out for being drug-free?”]. 
Your story and editorial seems to remove any doubt in 
the events and issues which occurred in relation to 
this individual and Baker Places Inc. In light of the 
fact that Baker Places Inc. cannot comment on any 
specifics with regard to the individuals who may be 
in our care, we are unable to respond to many of these 
allegations directly. There is, however, some general 
information which we would like to comment upon: 

1. Each client is told at intake that Baker Support¬ 
ed Living is a treatment program and is asked to sign 
papers stating that the program length is six months. 
Clients may apply for permanent housing in a shared 
apartment if they require continuing care. 

2. Baker Places is the tenant in the property discussed 
in the article and had been asked to vacate the premises. 

3. Baker Places relocated all clients that requested 
continuing care. 

4. The admission and discharge criteria for Baker 
Supported Living Program are determined by the De¬ 
partment of Public Health in compliance with feder¬ 
al regulations, which govern the use of Ryan White 
CARE funding. The program is, by definition, short 
term and treatment oriented. Like any other health 
related service, when clients’ conditions no longer ne¬ 
cessitate the clinical service, they are discharged so 
that the treatment slot can be opened up for those 
who are waiting. This is not “punishment” for recov¬ 
ery, but an acknowledgment that scarce service re¬ 
sources must go to those most in need. 

Finally, Baker Places has been serving the commu¬ 
nity for over 36 years. We are committed to high qual¬ 
ity services, organizational integrity, and responsive¬ 
ness to the community we serve.

Former client offers his views 

I am writing in response to the cover article of the 
January 29 issue, entitled “Kicked out for staying 
drug-free?” 

This article is predominately one-sided, grossly 



dramatized, and outrageously exaggerated by reporter 
Zak Szymanski and especially by William Scott Oliv¬ 
er, the so-called victim and recovering addict. I do not 
believe for an instant what Oliver states: losing hous¬ 
ing after filing a grievance, being a victim of retalia¬ 
tion, or anything else is completely true. 

I am an HIV-positive, recovering addict with four 
years of continuous sobriety. I lived about three years 
as a client of Baker Places and left the BSLP program 
completely satisfied and extremely grateful. 

When I signed on as a client, I was thoroughly in¬ 
formed of the rules, regulations, and conditions of the 
program. Before moving in, I was introduced to the 
household and the current clients who already resided 
there. At that time, I was given a choice to move in or 
pass. If the apartment was undesirable to Oliver, he 
had a choice to either accept or deny the living situa¬ 
tion. Believe me, the apartments are not luxury ac¬ 
commodations, but it beats living in a residential 
hotel, or the hard city streets of San Francisco. The 
room and apartment I moved into was less than per¬ 
fect, but I chose to be proactive by cleaning it to my 
liking and creating a livable, comfortable space. (Buy 
a $1.99 can of Ajax and get to work!) Carpets stained 
with blood and feces? Oh, come on. The rugs in our 
flat were cleaned professionally at regular intervals. If 
there were stains Oliver didn’t like, he could have done 
it the old-fashioned way, on his hand and knees! 

The odds are against us addicts. Most of us chroni¬ 
cally relapse and very few of us achieve long term so¬ 
briety. This means that there is a good chance 
that you will be dealing with roommates re- 
[I lapsing in the household. Baker Places is also 
a harm reduction program, which means 
that if a client relapses, they are not moved 
out immediately. There were several situa¬ 
tions where I had to deal with relapsing 
roommates, some of them unsafe, but 
they were all resolved in time. 

Reporter Szymanski writes, “Oliver’s 
biggest crime was his success at remaining sober.” Oh, 
please: he’s a victim and homeless only if he chooses to be. 

Baker Places has done nothing wrong, unethical, 
or even unfair. They provided exactly the service he 
signed on for, as stated in the contract. Remember 
also that this organization is composed of human be¬ 
ings doing their job, dealing with households full of 
ego-driven, selfish, conniving addicts. Things get 
rough at times, okay? 

Richard Bargetto from the city’s HIV Advocacy 
Project states that clients “almost have to relapse if they 
want to keep their housing.” Nonsense. You can’t 
blame anyone or anything for your relapse.

The bear majority 

Statisticians tell us that most Americans are fat. 
Since gays are a subset of Americans, and we are con- ' 
sistently told that gays are no different from anyone 
else, it follows that the majority of gay Americans are 
fat. Therefore, most gay male Americans, issues of 
hairiness aside, could qualify as bears. 

No doubt someone will try to refute this claim with 
anecdotal statements about gays being more likely to be 
gym members. However, evidence for my hypothesis 
can be found empirically. In June, stand on a corner as 
the Pride crowd goes by and take an informal census if 
you don’t believe me. On the day when the most diverse 
cross-section of our community is visible in broad day¬ 
light, it will be clear that those with washboard abs are 
rare and those with love handles are plentiful. 

But if bears are in the majority, bear images are not. 
The covers of gay magazines are plastered with mus¬ 
cle-bound, hairless young guys - and that’s just the 
news magazines. Television also shows a narrow set of 
thin, white, young, urban white-collar able-bodied gay 
men, a representation that does not reflect reality. 

Bears are an underserved majority. Rare are the 
safe sex posters or outreach materials produced by gay 
men’s health organizations that feature bears. 

Women have done much more thinking, writing, 
and activism in the size acceptance movement. It’s 
time for men to help hold up the banner. Bears could 
learn something by picking up on the work that’s been 
done by women. Some bears may also be in denial 
about the need for size acceptance activism. While the 
bear movement has doubtless made some people’s 
lives better, it has been somewhat disappointing in 
terms of creating awareness of its existence beyond a 
coterie, encouraging political awareness and engage¬ 
ment, or sparking societal change. I think such ambi¬ 
tions are entirely appropriate and achievable. 

This week, San Francisco hosts the International 
Bear Rendezvous, a time when the wider gay commu¬ 
nity finally “panders” to bears and welcomes their 
tourist dollars. While this weekend retreat may be fun 
and provide a chance to escape from rejection in the 
larger world, I’d like to encourage bears also to think 
politically and demand to be enfranchised. That may 
take the form of letter-writing, posturing visibility cam¬ 
paigns, and engagement and solidarity with fat activists 
of all genders and sexualities.

Composing ourselves

gpil erhaps to placate moderates 
w within the Republican Party, 
If the Bush administration has 
announced that it is seeking a 15 
percent increase to the operating 
budget of the National Endow¬ 
ment for the Arts. Archconserva¬ 
tive,, anti-public-arts-funding 
GOPers are livid, with some right¬ 
wingers harking back to the NEA’s 
controversial funding of queer 
artists like Robert Mapplethorpe 
and calling for the agency’s com¬ 
plete dismantling. 

But the president has his bases 
covered: the desired increase of 
$18 million, announced by first 
lady Laura Bush, will help subsi¬ 
dize a traveling initiative called 
“American Masterpieces: Three 
Centuries of American Genius,” 
designed to bring great art to un¬ 
derserved communities in the 50 
states. The first year of the pro¬ 
gram will highlight dance, 
music, and visual art. Given 
the administration’s negative 
stance on gay issues, it’s iron¬ 
ic that most of the canonical 
composers central to the 
NEA project were queer. 

Of course, it’s highly 
doubtful that the 
NEA initiative will 
publicize that fact as a 

selling point. _ 

The lives of 

some of the _ 

most distin¬ 
guished American artists and 
composers remain hidden behind 
a veil of “don’t ask, don’t tell,” and 
a double standard continues to 
permeate American cultural his¬ 
tory. While a famous artist’s het¬ 
erosexual history is often per¬ 
ceived to have bearing on his or 
her work - especially if a lover or 
spouse was a muse or collaborator 
- homosexuality is still considered 
“private” information that 
shouldn’t be brought up in polite 
company. 

Consider, though, that the 
work of Aaron Copland is slated 
to figure prominently in the musi¬ 
cal component of “American Mas¬ 
terpieces.” Many of us learned in 
school that Copland was one of 
the greatest of all U.S. composers, 
who gave us such beautifully 
haunting works as Appalachian 
Spring. We didn’t learn, however, 
that he was a gay man. Although 
he was out in music circles, Cop¬ 
land’s sexual orientation didn’t 
become public knowledge until 
after his death in 1990, because of 
the stigma attached to homosexu¬ 
ality. 

So why is his sexuality worth 
bringing up now? According to his 
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biographer, Howard Pollack, al¬ 
though Copland never wrote on 
overtly homosexual themes, some 
of his scores contained “intriguing 
homosexual subtexts” that spoke 
to gay audiences. Creative sub¬ 
terfuge was, in fact, common 
among queer artists of earli¬ 
er eras who had to keep 
their sexuality under wraps. 
Oscar Wilde, for example, 
titled his celebrated heterosex¬ 
ual romantic comedy The 
Importance of Being 
Earnest, fully aware that 
“earnest” was code in gay 
British culture for “homo- 

_sexual.” 

Aside from 

_ the content of 

Copland’s 

music, though, his sexuality is 
worth discussing for another rea¬ 
son: He influenced and shepherd¬ 
ed the careers of numerous 
younger composers, most of 
whom were themselves gay or bi¬ 
sexual. Indeed, 20th century 
music would be very different and 
far less rich without the contribu¬ 
tions of the many queer musicians 
to whom Copland lent a guiding 
hand, including Virgil Thomson, 
Samuel Barber (who is also fea¬ 
tured in the NEA initiative), Marc 
Blitzstein, Ned Rorem, David Del 
Tredici, John Corigliano, and John 
Cage. In addition to profiting 
from Copland’s musical experi¬ 
ence, Del Tredici told Pollack that 
his mentor showed him “it was 
OK to be making music and be 
gay” - an invaluable lesson. 

The music of Leonard Bern¬ 
stein, another Copland protege 
(and possibly lover), will also be 
showcased in “American Master¬ 
pieces.” In addition to his many 
works for the concert hall, Bern¬ 
stein gave the theater such quin¬ 
tessential^ American musicals as 
On the Town and West Side Story. 
The fact that he was married to a 
woman for more than 20 years is a 


matter of public record; but his 
intimate relationships with men - 
and the impact they may have had 
on his body of work - have re¬ 
mained largely in the closet. 

Backing a program that cele¬ 
brates great queer artists who 
lived at a time when silence about 
homosexuality was mandated - 
and rigorously enforced - strikes 
me as typical of Bush. As a candi¬ 
date, Bush assured gay Republi¬ 
cans of his belief that sexual ori¬ 
entation is a private matter, irrele¬ 
vant to the appointment of public 
officials; at the same time, his 
marriage to Laura was always on 
public display, placing his own 
heterosexuality front and center. 

And now the Bush administra¬ 
tion has made homosexuality a 
very political topic. The presi¬ 
dent’s support of the odious Fed¬ 
eral Marriage Amendment, which 
seeks to write discrimination 
against one group of people into 
the U.S. Constitution for the sake 
of other people’s religious beliefs, 
is a brazen attempt to keep les¬ 
bians and gay men in their place - 
quiet, submissive, and compliant 
with their second-class status. 

When the first lady announced 
the proposed NEA funding in¬ 
crease, she remarked that “Ameri¬ 
can Masterpieces” would help us 
all see that “there’s no limit to who 
our children can become.” But the 
message of her husband’s admin¬ 
istration is that “our children” 
should preferably grow up 
straight, or else, placidly accepting 
the stigma of their homosexuali¬ 
ty. ▼

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Dean reverses course

f fer being the clear front¬ 
runner among Democratic 
presidential candidates for 
much of last year, former Vermont 
Governor Howard Dean, the 
most outspoken antiwar critic of 
the major candidates, watched his 
hopes of being his party’s nomi¬ 
nee evaporate first in Iowa on Jan¬ 
uary 19, and then again in the Jan¬ 
uary 27 New Hampshire primary. 
Frankly, despite having big-name 
endorsements from the likes of Al 
Gore and Bill Bradley, very little 
good has happened to Dean since 
the Gore endorsement in Decem¬ 
ber, a fact he acknowledged in the 
New York Times Sunday. 

Dean, once the high-flying, an¬ 
tiwar candidate that many De¬ 
mocrats thought was a sure thing 
to become their nominee, has 
failed to win a single of the more 
than a dozen primaries or caucus¬ 
es held so far in contested states all 
over the country. Though Dean 
has been able to still raise political 
funds - mainly via the Internet - 
his now-famous “I’ve got a 
scream” speech the night of his 
unexpected Iowa caucus defeat 
clearly derailed his campaign and 
he has been unable to get back on 
the right track, despite having 
fired the campaign manager who 
engineered his campaign, notably 
toning down his antiwar rhetoric, 
and even persuading his reluctant 
doctor-wife, Judith Steinberg 
Dean, to occasionally join him on 
the campaign trail. 

Dean’s failure to win 
any of the contests this past 
week, and the growing 
strong showing by Massa¬ 
chusetts Senator John 
Kerry, means that the 
Dean for President ef¬ 
fort could very well be 
on its last legs. 

Indeed, Dean 
himself, clearly 
disappointed at 
his showing to date, last week had 
publicly put the Wisconsin prima¬ 
ry as the “do-or-die” contest for his 
campaign. On Monday, February 9 
however, the Washington Post re¬ 
ported that Dean, in a sudden 
about-face, told local media in 
Green Bay, Wisconsin, that he is 
staying in the race no matter what 
the outcome of Tuesday’s election. 
Dean admitted the reversal was an 
“obvious contradiction.” 

Though the Dean campaign 
has quietly moved the political 
goal posts following each unex¬ 
pected loss to date, some top De¬ 
mocratic strategists still say it is 
unclear how much Dean would 
actually gain from a win in Wis¬ 
consin, which, incidentally, is not 
expected to happen. By then, he 
will have gone through 16 states 
without a victory, not a good 
omen for a candidate who was 
once a clear front-runner. 

Following Tuesday’s primaries 
in Tennessee and Virginia, retired 
General Wesley Clark abandoned 
his race for the White House, nar¬ 
rowing the field and leaving North 
Carolina Senator John Edwards 
as the leading alternative to Kerry. 
Edwards went to Wisconsin Tues¬ 
day night, and vowed to press on 
with his campaign. 

Neither Dean nor Edwards are 
eager to pull out of the race, but 
there is a matter of funds (they 
have a tendency to very quickly 
dry up for losing candidates) and 
many Democrats, still feeling bit¬ 
ter that the U.S. Supreme Court il¬ 
legally put George W. Bush in 
the White House in 2000, are so 
eager to oust him, that even the

most ardent of those self-de¬ 
scribed “Deaniacs” are beginning 
to question whether he’s the man 
to beat Bush. To be sure, electabil- 
ity trumps political passion every 
time, and hence, the growing 
Kerry bandwagon. 

I’m betting that after an ex¬ 
pected Kerry win in Wisconsin, 
Edwards and perhaps Dean will 
be running for a vice presidential 
slot on a John F. Kerry Democrat¬ 
ic ticket.

Word out of City Hall has it 
that both former D.A. candidate 
Bill Fazio and Assistant District 
Attorney Andrew Clark, now 
working for District Attorney Ka- 
mala Harris, are “very seriously” 
thinking of running 
against Supervisor 
Tony Hail (District 7) 
in November. 

I’m also hearing 
that some “true pro¬ 
gressives” are trying 
to line up opposition 
to Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano in 
District 9 this

From the U.S. House to the jail- 
house: Former Representative Bill 
Janklow (R-South Dakota) start¬ 
ed a 100-day jail sentence Saturday 
in Sioux Falls, South Dakota, as 
part of his sentence stemming 
from his conviction of second-de¬ 
gree vehicular manslaughter. 

In the 2002 California legisla¬ 
tive elections, Republicans gained 
one state Senate seat and two As¬ 
sembly seats, but Republicans 
hope (and Democrats worry) that

What is the history 
of the same-sex 
marriage movement?

oday, same-sex marriage is 
in the news as never before, 
following favorable court 
decisions in Canada and Massa¬ 
chusetts. But the gains of 2003 
were the result of a decades-long 
struggle. 

The first same-sex mar¬ 
riage case to gain wide¬ 
spread attention was that 
of Richard John Baker, a 
law student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota, and his 
partner James Michael Mc¬ 
Connell. With their 
priest’s blessing, the 
men applied for a 
state marriage license 
in May 1970. Their request was 
denied and the couple sued, argu¬ 
ing that their due process and 
equal protection rights had been 
violated. The following year, the 
Minnesota Supreme Court ruled 
that past U.S. Supreme Court de¬ 
cisions did not support the men’s 
position. 

In the first marriage case in¬ 
volving two women, a lesbian 
couple in Kentucky argued that 
the denial of marriage infringed 
upon their rights to associate and 
to freely exercise their religion. 


But a court ruled in 1973 that 
“what they propose is not a mar¬ 
riage.” 

Two years later, several same- 
sex couples in Boulder, Colorado, 
succeeded in obtaining marriage 
licenses after a local district attor¬ 
ney declared that no county laws 
specifically prohibited such 
unions. The state attorney gen¬ 
eral soon overturned the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s ruling, how¬ 
ever, and all same-sex mar¬ 
riage licenses were revoked. 
Throughout the 
1980s, lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists focused on gaining 
equal rights from 
local governments 
and employers by 
means of domestic 
partnerships, but in the decade 
that followed, many again turned 
their sights toward genuine mar¬ 
riage. 

In December 1990, three cou¬ 
ples - Nina Baehr and Genora 
Dancel, Tammy Rodrigues and 
Antoinette Pergil, and Pat Lagon 
and Joseph Melillo - applied for 
marriage licenses in Hawaii. When 
denied, they initiated a lawsuit, ar¬ 
guing that prohibition of same- 
sex marriage amounted to dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sex. 
The Hawaii Supreme Court ruled 


in 1993 that the state must show a 
“compelling reason” to deny 
same-sex marriage and sent the 
case back to a lower court. The 
justices cited earlier laws banning 
interracial marriage, reasoning 
that if marital partners could not 
be restricted on the basis of race, 
neither should they be limited 
based on sex. Three years later, 
Circuit Court Judge Kevin Chang 
again ruled in favor of the plain¬ 
tiffs, rejecting the state’s argument 
that same-sex marriage was detri¬ 
mental to children. “This decision 
marks the beginning of the end to 
sex discrimination in marriage,” 
declared Evan Wolfson, an attor¬ 
ney for the plaintiffs. 

The Hawaii case ignited a na¬ 
tional firestorm of controversy 
and spurred a stream of state laws 
that banned same-sex marriage 
and refused to recognize such 
marriages performed in other 
states. This reaction culminated in 
the federal Defense of Marriage 
Act, signed by President Bill Clin¬ 
ton in September 1996, which de¬ 
fined marriage as “a legal union 
between one man and one woman 
as husband and wife.” Neverthe¬ 
less, several states went on to pass 
their own “mini-DOMA” laws; by 
the beginning of 2004, nearly 40

Medical marijuana 
week coming up

ational Medical Marijuana 
Awareness Week, an annu¬ 
al opportunity for medical 
cannabis patients and their advo¬ 
cates to call attention to the issues 
they face, will take place over the 
next several days, February 15-23. 

The starting date commemo¬ 
rates Proposition 215, California’s 
1996 Compassionate Use Act. 

“The movement for safe and 
legal access to medical marijuana 
is gaining ground with a growing 
coalition,” said Hilary McQuie of 
Oakland-based Americans for 
Safe Access. “But we are at a criti¬ 
cal moment. The achievements of 
the last year will come to nothing 
without further action.” 

Last year’s achievements in¬ 


clude several favorable judicial de¬ 
cisions, including the one-day jail 
sentence imposed on medical 
marijuana cultivator Ed Rosenthal 
in June, and the 9th Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruling in December 
permitting “intrastate, noncom¬ 
mercial cultivation, possession, 
and use of marijuana for personal 
medical purposes.” 

Bay Area Medical Marijuana 
Awareness Week events include a 
community gathering on Sunday 
hosted by the Berkeley Patients 
Group, the city’s largest medical 
cannabis dispensary. Monday will 
feature an evening procession in 
the Castro - dubbed the “Festival 
of Lighting Up” - to remember 
prisoners jailed for medical 
cannabis-related offenses. That 
will be followed by a Medical 
Marijuana Filmfest at the Parkway 


Theatre in Oakland on Tuesday. 

On Wednesday, February 18, 
ASA is asking medical marijuana 
supporters nationwide to send 
“Thank You” or “Spank You” let¬ 
ters to their congressional repre¬ 
sentatives, depending on how they 
voted on an amendment spon¬ 
sored by Representative Maurice 
Hinchey (D-New York) that 
would have prevented use of fed¬ 
eral funds to prosecute patients 
and providers in the nine states 
with medical cannabis laws. 

Next Thursday, ASA encourages 
educational efforts targeting disease 
advocacy organizations, such as the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, that 
focus on conditions that could be 
helped by medical cannabis.

Oakland limits cannabis clubs

he Oakland City Council 
; voted 7-0 last week to im¬ 
pose new restrictions on the 
number of cannabis clubs in an 
area of downtown known as 
“Oaksterdam” for its proliferation 
of pot purveyors. 

The vote came after a lengthy 
meeting and was made in the early 
morning hours of February 4. 

Instead of the existing dozen 
dispensaries, the new plan will 
limit the number to four, which 
may not be located within 1,000 
feet of each other or of schools, li¬ 
braries, youth centers, parks, or 
residential areas. Dispensaries 
must be run on a nonprofit basis, 
and may not allow on-site mari¬ 
juana use. Existing clubs may 
apply for the four available licens¬ 
es, but those that do not obtain a 
permit will be required to close. 
The new rules are scheduled to go 
into effect on June 1. 

In addition, the council im¬ 
posed a new lowy limit on the 
amount of cannabis a patient may 
possess - eight ounces of 
processed marijuana, six mature 
plants, and 12 immature plants - 
in accordance with state law 
SB420, passed last fall. 

The concentration of cannabis 
clubs around Telegraph and 
Broadway came to the attention of 
the media last summer, generating 
sometimes rancorous debate. 
Oakland Vice Mayor and council 
member Nancy Nadel, whose dis¬ 


trict includes Oaksterdam, and 
the Uptown Merchants Associa¬ 
tion expressed support for the dis¬ 
pensaries, claiming they added 
economic vitality to the depressed 
neighborhood. 

The strongest criticism came 
from the staff of the Sexual Mi¬ 
nority Alliance of Alameda Coun¬ 
ty, which serves disadvantaged 
LGBT youth of color. SMAAC, 
which until recently occupied a 
building on Telegraph Avenue be¬ 
tween two cannabis clubs, claimed 
its young clients had been ap¬ 
proached by club members seek¬ 
ing to resell their marijuana, and 
that pot smoke from the nearby 
dispensaries permeated the 
agency’s basement. 

SMAAC Executive Director 
Roosevelt Mosby told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the organiza¬ 
tion relocated last November be¬ 
cause the environment was not 
conducive to serving at-risk 
youth. He said last week’s council 
action would not induce SMAAC 
to move back to Oaksterdam. The 
agency has since found a new 
building on Webster, and is seek¬ 
ing assistance from the City 
Council or the community to help 
make the space habitable. 

“My concern is not so much 
with the clubs, but with getting 
help to move SMAAC to a safe en¬ 
vironment,” Mosby said. “We sup¬ 
port medical marijuana, but not 
in the same area as young people.” 

Last week the council voted 
overwhelmingly for the regula¬ 
tions despite spirited testimony 
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from medical marijuana patients 
and advocates. Cannabis advo¬ 
cates strongly opposed the indoor 
smoking ban, claiming it would 
lead people to use their marijuana 
on the streets, and argued that the 
number of licensed clubs should 
be higher, say between nine and 
12 . 

“I think we should allow 
smoking on site because the social

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UCSF names 
new director of ARI

T he new director of the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San 
Francisco AIDS Research In¬ 
stitute, in an interview this week, 
challenged President Bush and 
congressional leaders to fully fund 
the global fight against AIDS and 
stated he is against shifting re¬ 
search overseas at the cost of treat¬ 
ing patients in the United States. 

“We have our own Third 
World populations in our own 
country,” said Dr. John S. 
Greenspan, dean for research at 
the UCSF School of Dentistry, 
who became the permanent 
leader of ARI this week. “As a 
group of scientists and a nation 
we don’t have any choice. We have 
to take care of our own in San 
Francisco, California, and the 
United States.” 

As reported last week, a reor¬ 
ganization under consideration by 
the National Institutes of Health’s 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases could shift a 
large portion of AIDS research 
overseas. Activists are concerned 
such a move would have a nega¬ 
tive impact on people living with 
AIDS in the U.S. and curtail their 
access to treatment and care. 

In speaking with the Bay Area 
Reporter on Monday, February 9, 
Greenspan said “we have to do 
both” when it comes to research 
conducted in the U.S. and in other

countries. 

“They are mutually supportive. 
The big issue for us is funding, it is 
obviously not adequate. What is 
needed for this country and other 
countries is to fund the global 
AIDS fund,” said Greenspan, re¬ 
ferring to the United Nations’ 
Global Fund to fight AIDS, Tuber¬ 
culosis, and Malaria. “Unless we 
and other rich countries recognize 
the current disaster and impend¬ 
ing catastrophe, with 40 million 
people infected now and who 
knows how many in years to 
come, obviously we are not going 
to succeed in ending the epidem¬ 
ic.” 

He also called into question the 
administration’s decision not to 


increase funding for either the 
NIH or the AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program. When asked if a change 
in administration after the No¬ 
vember election would improve 
the funding situation, Greenspan 
responded that historically, politi¬ 
cians have been very supportive of 
health funding, and that “if we can 
get back to that support I would 
be happy with any administra¬ 
tion.” 

“It is also true the current ad¬ 
ministration’s policy and effect on 
NIH is a disappointment to us in 
AIDS research,” added Greenspan. 
“We had hoped to see continued 
growth in the NIH budget and 
better funding for the global 
fund.” 

He did say he was glad to see 
NIH director Elias Zerhouni de¬ 
fend the work of researchers who 
had come under attack by conser¬ 
vative groups and Republican law¬ 
makers last year. 

“I have been astonished from 
the first time I heard about the hit 
list” of researchers Greenspan 
said, adding he couldn’t think of a 
single other incident that “has 
upset me or scared me more.” 

He said any decision to defund 
the researcher’s work would have 
been “totally unacceptable to us. 
The current administration did 
the right thing and it will be that 
much more difficult for any group 
of bigots to mount that kind of at¬ 
tack on the work we do.”

Impact of city deficit 
on health programs 
remains uncertain

he San Francisco citywide 

I budget for the fiscal year 
2004-05 suffers from a pro¬ 
jected shortfall of anywhere from 
$157 million to $310 million, ac¬ 
cording to Mayor Gavin Newsom, 
who presented the figures at a 
public hearing of the Health Com¬ 
mission on Thursday, February 5. 

What this means for specific 
Department of Public Health pro¬ 
grams is not yet clear, but, accord¬ 
ing to DPH Director Dr. Mitchell 
Katz, cuts should be expected. 

“I am not prepared to present 
to you today our cuts,” said Katz at 
Thursday’s hearing. “We need 
more time to work with the mayor 
on how to reach our targets with 
the least pain possible.” 

Similarly, Newsom emphasized 
that Thursday’s hearing was “not 
final and by no means exclusive.” 

The current $160 million fig¬ 
ure that has been reported as the 
city’s deficit will likely see another 
$100 million in cuts from the state 
budget, bringing the projected 
deficit to $260 million. 

That $260 million deficit as¬ 
sumes that city employees will 
continue to pay 7.5 percent of 
their retirement contributions, 
and that voters will approve a $15 
billion state bond measure in 
March. If these two factors do not 
prevail, then the city budget deficit 
will be even greater. 

Twenty percent of the city’s 
general fund goes to DPH, and 20 
percent of the projected general 
fund shortfall is $52 million. 
While this does not necessarily 
mean that $52 million in cuts 
should be expected from DPH - 
Newsom has articulated his com¬ 
mitment to minimizing the im¬ 
pact on health programs - such a 
deficit does mean that difficult 
budget decisions will have to be 
made, according to a packet of in¬ 
formation from Katz that was dis¬ 
tributed at the meeting. 

And budget cuts from DPH are 
not as simple as cutting costs and 
increasing revenue, explained Katz, 
when those same cuts and in¬ 
creased fees are often absorbed by 
the people they are meant to help. 

For example, one way for DPH 
to raise revenue is to begin charg¬ 
ing a parking fee at certain hospi¬ 
tals, but those fees likely will be 
paid by hospital staff and visitors. 

One way to cut spending might 
be to look at outpatient costs, but 


if cutting those services means 
that more people wind up in the 
emergency room, “then we haven’t 
saved any money,” said Katz. 

And one way to limit DPH 
budget increases is to freeze 
salaries, but without offering 
competitive wages, DPH cannot 
recruit staff, and instead winds up 
paying overtime to the people 
whose hours are needed to make 
up for the staffing shortage. 

Additionally, said Katz, there are 
various “ironies” that have a signif¬ 
icant impact on the DPH budget, 
including the rise in insurance 
costs for DPH employees; and the 
voter-approved Proposition C that 
mandates department-funded au¬ 
dits to ensure wise city spending, at 
a cost of $2 million to DPH. 

DPH has been careful to try to 
limit budget cuts in the past, saving 
$8 million, for instance, by elimi¬ 
nating the office of managed care. 
But “once you cut something, it’s 
no longer there to cut. You can’t cut 
it again,” said Katz. “So those cuts 
we’ve rejected in previous years are 
likely higher up on the list.” 

It is still unknown, according 
to DPH spokeswoman Eileen 
Shields, when the health depart¬ 
ment will be prepared to offer its 
proposed cuts to the public. Katz 
is meeting with Newsom again 
this week, said Shields, and it has 
not yet been announced when the 
first proposed cuts will be pre¬ 
sented to the Health Commission. 

Providing a monetary figure to 
DPH cuts would be akin to a stab 
in the dark at this point, as Shields 
explained that ongoing negotia¬ 
tions and discussions as well as 
uncertainties at the state and fed¬ 
eral level would likely determine 
that figure. 

One thing Katz is determined 
to do, said Shields, is to preserve 
housing and treatment beds, and 
to keep HIV/AIDS prevention 
programs, even if those models, 
must change. 

Dana Van Gorder of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation told 
the Bay Area Reporter that his of¬ 
fice is currently focused on 
statewide advocacy around issues 
like the expected shortfalls around 
the AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram and Medi-Cal, both of 
which could impact the final ver¬ 
sion of the San Francisco budget. 
SFAF will review the mayor’s bud¬ 
get when it is released in April or 
May, said Van Gorder, and “see 
what advocacy is needed around 
that.” T 


February 8, in San Francisco. The 
world’s premier scientific gather¬ 
ing on HIV drew 3,900 re¬ 
searchers for four days of meet¬ 
ings. 

Lewis described the “human 
carnage,” the “hallucinatory 
nightmare,” and the “tremendous 
resilience and Courage” that is the 
pandemic in Africa. He thanked 
the researchers for being “part of 
the most significant battle against 
disease in human history.” 

He called the World Health 
Organization’s “3x5” plan - to get 
3 million people into treatment 
by the year 2005 - “the single 
most dramatic development that 
has happened in years.” The 
availability of treatment will be 
an incentive for people to learn 
their status rather than remain 
ignorant of it, and in learning 
their serostatus, perhaps modify 
their behavior and help to con¬ 
tain the epidemic, he noted. 

But that assumption may 
prove to be false, or at least slow 
to develop. Gavin Churchyard re¬ 
ported on efforts begun in 2002 
by the South African mining 
giant Anglo American to intro¬ 
duce antiretroviral therapy to its 
workforce. One problem they 
had not anticipated was apathy; 
“There was not a rush to get test¬ 
ed and treated,” Churchyard said. 

Stigma continues to play a 
large role in the reluctance of 
many Africans to learn their HIV 
status and be public about it 
when they do test positive. 

Lewis focused much of his 
talk on money, or rather the lack 
of it, for organizations such as the 
WHO and the Global Fund for 


AIDS, Tuberculosis, and Malaria. 
“We have all of the will and 
money in the world to fight the 
war against terrorism; what hap¬ 
pened to the will and the money 
to fight the war against AIDS?” 

He was careful to spread the 
blame across all of the developed 
world, and acknowledged that 
recognition of the problem and 
leadership toward solving those 
problems have'been lacking in 
many of the nations hardest hit 
by the plague. 

“Marriage can be dangerous 
to women’s health,” Lewis said, 
pointing to data from UNAIDS 
showing that a large portion of 
women in the developing world 
are infected by men in apparent¬ 
ly monogamous marriages and 
partnerships. 

He urged changes in laws to 
address the power imbalance of 
marriage in many of these na¬ 
tions, and the development of 
topical microbicides to allow 
women to protect themselves 
from infection when they do not 
have the power to resist sex. 


“Perhaps the most vexing in¬ 
heritance of the pandemic” is the 
problem of millions of orphans 
on the sub-Saharan continent. 
Lewis hoped that the broader in¬ 
troduction of therapy would help 
to stem this tide by keeping their 
parents alive. 

But increasing the capacity to 
treat HIV in Africa is a daunting 
challenge that requires more than 
money. 

“The background is of poor 
health systems, poor people, and 
no good track record of manage¬ 
ment of chronic disease,” said 
Alex Coutinho, with the AIDS 
Support Organization in Kam¬ 
pala, Uganda. 

He urged a realistic under¬ 
standing of the challenges ahead. 
There has been no study to deter¬ 
mine how much money any of 
the countries can reasonably ab¬ 
sorb in building up this infra¬ 
structure in a short period of 
time. All of the projections are 
based upon the number of peo¬ 
ple who need therapy and not on 
the ability to deliver it. T

like to do things carelessly.” 

As for what the clerk will be 
telling the same-sex couples this 
afternoon, Alfaro said, “We will 
tell them we have received the re¬ 
quest from the mayor and will try 
to honor that request.” 

One indication of how fast 
things are moving within City Hall 
on this matter, Assessor Mabel 
Teng is already preparing her office 
to begin recording the city’s - and 
state’s - first gay marriages. The 
clerk falls under Teng’s purview. 

“I am thrilled. I am already set¬ 
ting up our operations and wait¬ 
ing for the first marriage licenses 
to be recorded,” said Teng, who 
noted her deputy city recorder, 
Minna Tau, is the first out lesbian 
recorder in the state. “I am very 
glad Newsom wants to expand 
equal protection to domestic part¬ 
ners and gay couples in recogniz¬ 
ing their right to marry.” 

Newsom’s letter to Alfaro 
comes five days after the Bay Area 
Reporter reported that a number 
of LGBT people had requested the 
mayor to either ask the clerk to 
end her office’s antigay policy or 
move her office outside the coun¬ 
ty line. In his announcement, 
Newsom said he decided to send 
the letter to the clerk after review¬ 
ing the California Constitution’s 
equal protection clause, which 
states “a person may not be denied 
equal protection of the laws.” 

Newsom, who did not respond 
to repeated calls for comment, 
said in a statement, “A little more 
than a month ago I took the oath 
of office here at City Hall and 
swore to uphold California’s Con¬ 
stitution, which clearly outlaws all

Greenspan, who has been serv¬ 
ing as ARI’s interim director since 
last July, succeeds Dr. Thomas J. 
Coates, who founded ARI in 1996. 
Coates stepped down in order to 
relocate to Los Angeles with his 
partner, who had been offered a 
job at UCLA. 

Coates, who is now a professor 
in the division of infectious dis¬ 
eases at UCLA Medical School, 
applauded UCSF’s decision not 
only to appoint Greenspan but 
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forms of discrimination. Denying 
basic rights to members of our 
community will not be tolerated.” 

Newsom added “California’s 
Constitution is clear: discrimina¬ 
tion is immoral, it is illegal and it 
is antiethical to our most cher¬ 
ished values - liberty and free¬ 
dom.” 

Reaction 

Members of the LGBT com¬ 
munity praised Newsom for try¬ 
ing to enact policy that would im¬ 
plement his long held support for 
gay marriage. 

“I think it is great our mayor is 
taking such a strong stance in sup¬ 
port of gay and lesbian marriage,” 
said openly gay Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty, who added he has dis¬ 
cussed this issue with the mayor 
since receiving letters about the 
matter in December. 

Molly McKay, the Northern 
California executive director of 
Marriage Equality California, said 
she is delighted that an “up and 
coming star of the Democratic 
Party” is taking a proactive step in 
the fight for equality in marriage 
rights. 

“The fact he is taking this step 
and really getting his office active¬ 
ly involved is a good sign and a lit¬ 
mus test of where are going on 
this issue,” said McKay, who will 
lead today’s noontime rally on the 
steps of City Hall to mark Free¬ 
dom to Marry Day. 

Openly gay Assemblyman Mark 
Leno (D-San Francisco), who will 
introduce his Marriage License 
Non-discrimination Act today, ap¬ 
plauded Newsom for his decision 
and said it will help bolster his fight 
to see his legislation passed. 

“The state law that the city and 
county would be challenging by is¬ 
suing these marriage licenses is the 


also to maintain the institute. 

“I am really happy UCSF is 
continuing its commitment to 
fighting the AIDS epidemic and 
they couldn’t have picked anyone 
better than John,” said Coates, 
who considered Greenspan his 
godfather during his time at 
UCSF. “In order to survive in aca¬ 
demic medicine, you really need 
someone to help you navigate the 
highways and byways. On any 
issue, John was the first person I 
went to.” 

Unlike Coates, who is openly 
gay and HIV-positive, Greenspan 
is heterosexual and HIV-negative. 
But like Coates, Greenspan ap¬ 
pears comfortable tackling diffi¬ 
cult topics and ready to question 
HIV prevention tools and the 
scope of AIDS research. 

Asked about the debate over 
gay marriage, Greenspan, who is 
married, responded that gay mar¬ 
riage is the same as heterosexual 
marriage and expressed excite¬ 
ment at studying what health ben¬ 
efits could come from legalizing 
gay marriage. 

“Let’s hope we get a chance to 
study it and that enough jurisdic¬ 
tions legalize it and so there are 
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same state law, Section 300 of the 
family code, which my bill would 
amend,” said Leno. “First of all, 
San Francisco may likely not be 
the only city in the country taking 
this step, and it adds yet one more 
official voice to our argument that 
denying marriage licenses to gay 
and lesbian couples is not only un¬ 
fair and discriminatory but un¬ 
constitutional, as the Massachu¬ 
setts high court has ruled.” 

Kate Kendell, executive director 
of the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, said Newsom’s action is 
“terrific.” As for the legal arguments 
cited by the mayor, Kendell said, “I 
think it’s clear that the aspirations 
of the-California Constitution are 
not fulfilled when a whole class of 
people can’t protect their relation¬ 
ships or their families.” 

Kendell predicted mayors 
throughout the state would follow 
Newsom’s lead and push their 
clerks to also examine giving mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples. 

“In a place like San Francisco, 
where our elected officials often 
have a greater degree of social 
consciousness, it should not be 
particularly surprising when a 
move like this to correct injustice 
is part of the political vision,” said 
Kendell. “That said, the mayor’s 
intention to grant marriage li¬ 
censes if possible does require a 
significant political courage and 
commitment to his promises that 
he cared deeply about all folks 
who lived in the city.” 

The legal argument Newsom 
cited in his letter is similar to the 
one used by former Assessor 
Doris Ward to grant the same 
property tax benefits married 
couples receive to domestic part¬ 
ners and upheld by Teng once she 
came into office. 

“It is exactly the same argu¬ 


ment,” said Teng, who noted de¬ 
spite threats to sue the city over 
the ruling, “there have not been 
any legal challenges. I continue to 
rule on those [property tax] cases 
every day.” 

Stewart worked with the asses¬ 
sor’s office in adopting its ruling 
and she is “delighted” to be asked 
to work on this issue. Apart from 
simply changing the forms, which 
currently refer to marriage as a 
union between a man and a 
woman, Stewart said on Tuesday 
she was unsure of what steps 
would need to be taken. 

“This office has always taken a 
very strong view consistent with 
the city’s overall policy of not dis¬ 
criminating against gays and les¬ 
bians. If we believe there is 
grounds under the equal protec¬ 
tion clause saying you have to 
treat gay couples the same as het¬ 
erosexual couples, we will support 
what the mayor has suggested,” 
said Stewart. 

Once the city does decide on 
how to issue marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples, the matter is 
sure to land in court. The state 
also would become embroiled in a 
legal tangle with gay and lesbian 
couples seeking the rights and 
benefits that come with marriage, 
such as filing joint tax returns. 

In the meantime, Kendell ad¬ 
vises same-sex couples maintain 
their domestic partnerships. 

“I would strongly caution that 
none of those couples rescind or 
revoke their domestic partnership 
if they have one because, while as 
a lawyer we would argue they are 
legally married, that premise will 
be, I am sure, tested legally and 
until then the couple should pro¬ 
tect themselves under existing 
state laws already settled and re¬ 
solved,” said Kendell. ▼ 


enough people to study it,” he 
said. “That is the way to go.” 

Greenspan is founder and cur¬ 
rent director of three of UCSF’s pi¬ 
oneering HIV/AIDS programs - 
the AIDS Specimen Bank, the Oral 
AIDS Center, and the California 
AIDS Research Center. He also 
holds appointment as a professor 
of oral biology and pathology. 

“John Greenspan is a renowned 
AIDS investigator and an interna¬ 
tional leader in the field of mucos¬ 
al diseases. As interim director, he 
has done a terrific job leading an 
internal analysis of the future 
shape and governance of the insti¬ 
tute and his long and broad lead¬ 
ership experience will be invalu¬ 
able as he guides the ARI in its next 
phase of its work,” said Dr. David 
A. Kessler, UCSF vice chancellor 
for medical affairs and dean of the 
School of Medicine, in an an¬ 
nouncement of the appointment. 

As director of ARI, Greenspan 
will oversee the coordination and 
integration of all HIV/AIDS re¬ 
search activities at UCSF. ARI 
brings together hundreds of sci¬ 
entists and dozens of programs 
from throughout the university 
and affiliated labs and institu¬ 
tions. ARI works in close collabo¬ 
ration with affected communities, 
and is the largest HIV/AIDS re¬ 
search entity in the world outside 
of the NIH. 

“Our research can no longer be 
divided into discrete categories 
like basic, clinical, and prevention 
or domestic versus international. 
Just as highly active antiretroviral 
therapy (HAART) changed pre¬ 
vention, a successful vaccine will 
require coordination with preven¬ 
tion efforts. Discoveries about 
HAART made here in San Fran¬ 
cisco influence how HAART is 
rolled out in Africa,” said 
Greenspan. “A cure or new thera¬ 
pies are likely to emerge overseas. 
My challenge is to lead a border¬ 
less ARI as we confront HIV/AIDS 


wherever it appears and with 
every means.” 

In his new post, Greenspan said 
he wants to expand efforts to ex¬ 
plore the genetic biology of HIV to 
find its weak points, so researchers 
can identify new targets for thera¬ 
py and open the way to new class¬ 
es of drugs as well as develop im¬ 
mune-based therapies that allow a 
person’s own immune system to 
control the virus and that could 
serve as the basis for a vaccine. 

He also wants to redefine 
HIV/AIDS as an issue that de¬ 
mands a gender-based approach, 
create a new San Francisco model 
of integrated prevention and care 
for HIV-positive individuals in a 
clinical setting and expand ARI’s 
work in developing new inexpen¬ 
sive diagnostic and monitoring 
tools such as cheap and accurate 
CD4 and viral load tests and 
quantitative antibody assays. 

Another goal of Greenspan’s is 
to create a multi-campus research 
unit which would connect re¬ 
searchers from UCSF with their 
colleagues in Berkeley, Davis, 
Irvine, Los Angeles, and San 
Diego. He acknowledged, howev¬ 
er, that he will have to “go for that 
when the budget gets better.” 

Coates said he supports such 
an idea afid believes it “could be¬ 
come the leading engine in find¬ 
ing solutions to the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic. We could really be a formida¬ 
ble force and it would be really 
wonderful for the university to 
take this on as a priority and put 
funding toward it.” 

Greenspan’s research interests 
include the oral aspects of AIDS 
and the role of viruses in oral ep¬ 
ithelial and salivary gland lesions. 
His group has been a leader in 
studies of oral aspects of HIV in¬ 
fection with major contributions 
to HIV research and care, includ¬ 
ing the discovery of the lesion 
hairy leukoplakia, its association 
with Epstein-Barr virus.T

New PAWS director 
looks to the future

ne thing about nonprofits 
that offer unique, undupli- 
cat'ed services: they are al¬ 
most recession-proof, drawing on 
funds from steady private sources 
and attracting fierce loyalists when 
it comes to volunteers and donors. 

So when John Lipp, a longtime 
nonprofit consultant, took the 
reigns as executive director of Pets 
Are Wonderful Support, he found 
the organization to be “in great 
shape,” he said, with his job main¬ 
ly focused on securing the solid 
infrastructure and trying to im¬ 
prove existing services and events. 

PAWS is the San Francisco- 
based services organization that is 
dedicated to helping lower-in¬ 
come people with HIV/AIDS and 
other disabling illnesses keep their 
companion animals. Its volunteer- 
based services include pet food 
delivery; providing dog walking, 
litter changing, pet sitting, and 
fostering; and transporting pets to 
necessary veterinary and groom¬ 


ing appointments. 

Lipp, 38, began his term at 
PAWS on January 1 at an annual 
salary of $75,000, replacing long¬ 
time Executive Director Erin Far¬ 
rell, who is taking some time off 
after building the organization 
into what it is today. 

Lipp previously ran the non- 
profit planning group John P. Lipp 
Consultants which also led to his 
serving as interim executive direc¬ 
tor at Positive Resource Center. 
PRC, which provides benefits 
counseling and employment ser¬ 
vices to people with HIV and 
AIDS, had experienced a financial 
crisis that led the organization to 
hire Lipp as well as ask the public 
for assistance. 

The success of the campaign to 
save PRC was a lesson in nonprof¬ 
it survival that “executive directors 
can get jnto trouble if they isolate 
themselves. I made a promise 
never to do that,” said Lipp. “If I’m 
stressed out or need support I’m 
going to ask for it because I don’t 
have all the answers.” 

And although acknowledging 


the burnout rate for executive di¬ 
rectors, Lipp said that the work 
suits him. 

“For some reason, I love it. I 
think it’s one of the better jobs in 
the world.” 

Presently PAWS is looking 
strong, and Lipp plans to keep it 
that way, he said. The organiza¬ 
tion operates on a $700,000 annu¬ 
al budget, serving about 370 
clients and 500 pets with 500 vol¬ 
unteers, a 1:1 animal-to-volunteer 
ratio. It is “a lean machine,” said 
Lipp, employing just five paid staff 
members “who all act as volunteer 
coordinators, in a sense.” 

By nature, PAWS is “very col¬ 
laborative, and we do our piece of 
it really well,” he said. 

PAWS tends to attract a variety 
of donors and volunteers, many of 
whom are dedicated to HIV/AIDS 
causes but most of whom “have a 
strong interest in animal welfare 
issues and realize how important 
animals are to assist human be¬ 
ings,” Lipp said. 

Lipp himself once served on

We’re fortunate that there have 
been so many great women chefs 
in the Bay Area. Barbara Tropp at 
China Moon was a Chinese studies 
scholar and came back to the U.S. 
to open a Chinese restaurant in the 
1980s. She really was a pioneer. 
Joyce Goldstein from Square One 
who now spends a lot of time writ¬ 
ing cookbooks and teaching. Mary 
Cech, who pretty much brought 
an architectural-style of dessert 
making to San Francisco when she 
worked at Cypress Club. And then, 
of course, there’s Judy Rodgers at 
Zuni, Loretta Keller at Bizou, Alice 
Waters at Chez Panisse, Annie 
Sommerville at Greens, and ... 
there are so many more. 

In your experience, does being a 
lesbian bring any special skills to 
the work you do? 

I’m not sure if any skills devel¬ 
op out of being lesbian. Many 
women in my field, gay or 
straight, are independent, career 
focused, courageous, strong, and 
giving. 

However, at one point when I 
was raising money for the restau¬ 
rant, I thought it would have been 
easier to raise money if I were a 
straight guy, but I realized that a 
lot of my investors were gay and a 
lot of my patrons and supporters 
were gay. Community inter-par¬ 
ticipation: Maybe today there is a 
new “old queer” network. 

Care to comment on the irony that 
you can only bake "official" wed¬ 
ding cakes for straight people? 

Gay or straight, I absolutely be¬

Workmen’s compensation, 
payroll taxes ... Proposition L, 
which the voters passed last year is 
a really poorly written piece of 
legislation that will cost this 
restaurant and this community a 
lot this year. [The law increases 
San Francisco’s minimum wage 
from $6.75 to $8.50.] We’ve always 
been philanthropic (we’ve done 
fundraisers for lots of important 
community organizations like the 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, the LGBT Community 
Center, Frameline, Equality Cali¬ 
fornia, etc.). But Proposition L 
makes it harder for restaurants to 
donate to charities, and hurts 
more people than it helps. What’s 
the point? 

What would you recommend to 
someone thinking about being a 
restaurateur? 

Spend time in a restaurant ob¬ 
serving; whether it’s chopping 
onions in the back or as a cus- . 
tomer in the ones you really like. 
Successful restaurants have socia¬ 
ble outgoing owners on the floor 
who are intense and directive in 
the back. You have to be able to 
switch gears between these two. 
And you have to be on top of 
what’s going out because every¬ 
one’s a critic. It all has to be as per¬ 
fect as possible. 

If you had a good cook in your 
family, or you’ve worked in good 
restaurants, then you probably al¬ 
ready have a basic foundation for 
cooking. If you didn’t have that 
then you should probably go to 
culinary school. But even if you go 
to culinary school you will still 
have to start at the bottom. And 
it’s easier to do this when you’re 
young. It takes years to get a han¬ 
dle on the vastness of cooking. 

Who are your inspirations in bak¬ 
ing? 

I love to watch Pierre Herme, 
the pastry chef from Paris. He 
grew up learning cooking skills 
early, but unlike most French pas¬ 
try chefs, he is a little more exper¬ 
imental and has become quite in¬ 
novative. I’m also following the 
culinary revolution going on in 
Spain right now. In San Francisco, 
I’m a big fan of Zuni and that new 
restaurant called Cortez.

his was one of the sweetest 
1 interviews I’ve conducted, 

and not just because the sub¬ 
ject was so agreeable; the first 
three questions were asked with 
an exquisite cinnamon roll com¬ 
peting for space in my mouth. 
What I learned between bites was 
that this lesbian knows how to 
craft a tasty pastry. What’s more, 
she knows how to run a successful 
restaurant in the nation’s most so¬ 
phisticated market in a soft econ¬ 
omy. This week, I interviewed 
Elizabeth Falkner, out lesbian, oc¬ 
casional girljock, and owner of 
San Francisco’s most innovative 
patisserie-restaurant-bar. 

How old are you and how long 
have you been in business? 

I’m about to turn 38. We 
opened Citizen Cake in October 
1997 on 14th Street behind Rain¬ 
bow Grocery, and then we moved 
to Grove Street in May 2000. 

How did you get started? 

I started in 1990 as a part-time 
worker in a cafe. I took over as the 
chef a few months later. Then I 
moved to Masa’s, a very European- 
style kitchen and one of the best 
restaurants in San Francisco. Then 
I worked as pastry chef at Elka 
with two wonderful women chefs 


who were also lesbians. From there 
I went downtown to Rubicon, 
where I worked as pastry chef for 
three years. All along, people kept 
asking me where they could get a 
good cake, and I didn’t really have 
any great suggestions, so I decided 
to open up a patisserie. 

Tell us about the name - Citizen 
Cake 

It’s a play on the Orson Welles’s 
movie, Citizen Kane. At a certain 
point in my career as a pastry chef, 
describing the food became bor¬ 
ing. To sell it better and make it 
more enticing, I’d give something 
an interesting title like “A Choco¬ 
late Tart Named Desire” or my 
signature piece when we 
opened Citizen Cake: 
“Rosebud Creme 
Brulee.” The names 
are whimsical 
or ironic plays 
on film titles or 
slogans or fads 
or politics. 

What's your best seller? 

Definitely the “After Midnight 
Devil’s Food Cake,” which is a 
chocolate cake with a sophisticat¬ 
ed mousse (not too sweet) that’s 
Venezuelan milk chocolate and 
Scharffenberger dark chocolate. 
It’s then glazed with ganache and 
finished with chocolate shards 
and gold leaf. It’s the French pas¬ 
try world meeting the American 
bakery. 

Talk to us about carbohydrates - 
they're not very fashionable right 
now. 

I think it’s a trend and I love 
trends. I’ll come up with a dessert 


title that makes fun of it. But ulti¬ 
mately, like much in life, it’s about 
self-control. If people rob them¬ 
selves of reasonable amounts of 
breads and pastries they miss out 
on the satisfaction of the aesthetic 
quality of a well-made dessert. 
Cinnamon rolls don’t need to be 
the size of plates. That’s just pa¬ 
thetic. I feel that as a responsible 
chef I shouldn’t clobber people 
with butter and sugar and starch 
in the course of dining. I keep it 
light and save the treats for dessert. 

How do you run a suc¬ 
cessful restaurant? 

To have any success¬ 
ful business you have 
to have a team that’s 
ready and willing to go 
- take the direction and 
take the initiative. We have a 
great team 
here. I always 
get compli¬ 
ments on them 
as being friendly, not snooty. I re¬ 
ally depend on the core group, 
who’ve all been here for a long 
time, to give me input and ideas. 
Likewise, I keep them informed of 
my thoughts about the direction 
I’d like to see us going. 

We’ll be opening a second loca¬ 
tion in the Virgin Megastore to be 
called Citizen Cupcake. For a long 
time I was happy with one restau¬ 
rant, but now I see the need for a 
coffee shop within big retail that’s 
really fantastic and not merely 
convenient. We can rock big retail 
a little bit, and the Virgin people 
are perfect. It’s a good relationship.

flat out wrong, it is offensive,” said 
Kate Kendell, executive director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights. “That’s an appalling posi¬ 
tion for the leading Democratic 
candidate to take.” 

Kendell said that while the LGBT 
community’s number one goal 
should be to defeat President Bush 
in November, Kerry needs to be held 
accountable for his statements. 

“Getting rid of [Bush] is the 
number one priority,” Kendell 
said, “but we are a stable base for 
Democratic candidates and Kerry 
has to get on board. I think that 
respect was lacking in the NPR in¬ 
terview.” 

Kendell said that if Kerry’s re¬ 
marks were the result of “poor ad¬ 
visers,” that’s one thing, but she 
said she feared the NPR com¬ 
ments “are his real feelings.” 

“He can’t risk us sitting home 
[in November] because he’s failed 
to appreciate our issues,” she said. 

Kendell added, “If his opposi¬ 
tion to a federal marriage amend¬ 
ment is softening, this is a disaster 
for not only our chances of getting 
rid of Bush because it will com¬ 
pletely suppress the gay and pro¬ 
gressive vote, but it is devastating 
for a real leadership role from the 
Democrats on this issue.” 

Kerry’s campaign has said that 


the senator does not support the 
proposed Federal Marriage 
Amendment. 

Reached Wednesday morning, 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he’s in contact with the 
Kerry campaign. 

“I’m in direct contact with the 
Kerry campaign and their policy 
people,” Leno said. “I don’t believe 
the NPR interview clearly articu¬ 
lated his full support for same-sex 
couples.” 


Leno said that the community 
should remember that Kerry was 
one of only 14 senators to vote 
against the Defense of Marriage Act 
in 1996, and the only one of those 
who faced re-election that year. 

“John Kerry can beat George 
Bush,” Leno said. “Given that 
LGBT leaders are not unanimous 
in their support of same-sex mar¬ 
riage, it’s foolish for us to hold 
Kerry to a higher standard than 
our own community leaders.” 

Molly McKay, Northern Cali¬ 
fornia executive director of Mar¬ 
riage Equality California, told the 
B.A.R. she was “disappointed” in 


Kerry’s comments. 

“It’s disappointing when polit¬ 
ical leaders, instead of doing 
what’s right, do something for po¬ 
litical purposes,” she said. “It 
shows Kerry is out of step with his 
own state.” 

McKay acknowledged that 
Kerry was likely positioning him¬ 
self to beat Bush in the fall but nev¬ 
ertheless was critical of his stance. 

“Unfortunately, this civil rights 
issue has come up now, and he 
needs to get on board. He needs to 


lead. He may be taking the prag¬ 
matic choice, but is he willing to 
risk his entire reputation on gay 
and lesbian civil rights on this? If 
he supports this amendment he’s 
no longer a friend of the gay and 
lesbian community, and people 
need to know that. 

“Something’s got to give. 
Kerry’s last-minute ditching of the 
gay and lesbian community 
harkens back to Clinton on ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell,”’ McKay added. 
“We have these people who do 
many great things for the com¬ 
munity, but when it really counts, 
we get a knife in the back.” T

aspect of the clubs is one of their 
most important functions, espe¬ 
cially for people who are new to 
marijuana,” Hilary McQuie of 
Americans for Safe Access told the 
Drug War Chronicle. “For us, the 
optimum solution would be that 
there is some sort of regulation 
around the clubs and that they be 
subject to health and safety in¬ 
spections like any other place 
serving patients.” 

Opponents also expressed dis¬ 
agreement with a new rule barring 
dispensaries from hiring individ¬ 
uals with arrest records. “Many of 
the people involved with [medical 


cannabis] have records because 
they’ve been dealing with federal 
interference with our state law,” 
Nadel pointed out. 

Nadel and Council member 
Jane Brunner ultimately joined 
the majority after several amend¬ 
ments supported by advocates 
were added. Among the changes 
were an agreement to study the 
feasibility of allowing patients to 
consume cannabis-containing 
baked goods on club premises, 
and a promise to re-examine the 
issue in the second half of the year 
to determine if more dispensaries 
are needed to accommodate the 
number of patients. 

“Fortunately, patients pre¬ 
vailed on the council to backpedal 
from some of its most obnoxious 


proposals,” said Dale Gieringer, 
California coordinator for the Na¬ 
tional Organization for the Re¬ 
form of Marijuana Laws. 

Nevertheless, opponents 
promised they would introduce a 
measure on the November ballot 
to repeal the new regulations. 

“I don’t think the people of 
Oakland support hassling people 
over marijuana,” celebrated 
cannabis grower and former de¬ 
fendant Ed Rosenthal told the San 
Francisco Chronicle. “Marijuana is 
a critical medicine for many peo¬ 
ple here. These establishments are 
not a problem for the vast major¬ 
ity of Oakland residents.” 

The council is scheduled to 
vote again on the amended mea¬ 
sure on February 17. ▼

ments of bone-crushing agony. 
The job of a professional sports 
trainer is often unsung, and 
McLean’s notoriety may help that 
field as well. For while only a few 
known gay players got as far as the 
Super Bowl, so too, have gay train¬ 
ers who aided those fallen war¬ 
riors. 

McLean got his start in train¬ 
ing by helping out at high school 
football games in Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee. After graduating from 
Vanderbilt College in 1960, he 
worked as an assistant trainer at 
San Jose State, UC Santa Barbara, 
and Michigan State. Sports medi¬ 
cine was still a small field, and 
McLean was deeply closeted. 

By 1979, a job offer to work for 
the 49ers led to his coming out 
more to himself, and meeting 
Paiva. After a 1982 Christmas 
party, the couple attended togeth¬ 
er, McLean’s life became a bit of an 
open secret more maturely han¬ 
dled by administrative staff. If 
anyone had a problem, they rarely 
confronted him, knowing they 
had one of the best trainers 
around. 

“Sports medicine has really 
changed,” McLean said. “When I 
first started, our team doctors did¬ 
n’t have an orthoscope. A torn 
meniscus was quite a trauma. 
Those injuries almost always 
needed a minimum of three weeks 
rest. But with an orthoscope you 
can find a piece of cartilage and 
snip it off. Sometimes they could 
be back within a week.” 

With updates, new practices 
often came with their share of 
problems. 

“Many players take an in¬ 
jectable anti-inflammatory before 
a game,” said McLean. “It can be 
habit forming, psychologically. 
Players got the feeling they could¬ 
n’t go on the field unless they had 
it.” 

Of the president’s odd diver¬ 
sion in his recent speech regarding 
steroids in pro sports, McLean 
mused, “I know he’s a baseball fan, 
but that certainly is not an appro¬ 
priate topic for a State of the 
Union address.” 

“I think the NFL’s done a great 
job, but baseball has, too. That’s 
another thing that’s changed 
tremendously. There was no test¬ 
ing 25 years ago. Football facilities 
have testing facilities built right in. 
The NFL hires somebody like a 
law enforcement person.” 

He did notice it in players in 
previous years. “You could see the 
steroid rage.”

He’s done his best to keep play¬ 
ers clean. “There’s always gonna 
be a mentality that you do any¬ 
thing legal that you can to get the 
upper edge. We never had an 
ephedra problem or anything like 
that.” 

But McLean refused to go over 
the line in providing treatment for 
desperate players, fearing injuries 
might ruin their careers, “They’ll 
look around for something else.” 

McLean doesn’t associate the 
outbursts of antigay rage he occa¬ 
sionally received with players 
being chemically induced. “I think 
it’s more about homophobia.” 

What concerns him is why his 
sexuality became such a problem 
with men, when he rarely men¬ 
tioned his private life. 

Yet, the confrontations oc¬ 
curred, mostly through the 1990s. 
One player, frustrated over a knee 
injury, shouted “you fuckin’ fag¬ 
got!” Another refused treatment, 
leaving McLean to pass off duties 
to another trainer. A 350-pound 
linebacker taunted him with a re¬ 
peated simulated assault, saying, 
“I know what you want, bitch.” Yet 
another cut up his team cap. 

“I never told anyone at work, 
but somehow they found out,” 
said McLean. “Socially, with an 
NFL team, you get to know every¬ 
body’s business.” 

And now that those episodes of 
players calling him names, and 
physically shoving him a few 
times have become public record, 
he believes they may bring aware¬ 
ness. But he prefers to focus on the 
predominantly amicable years. 

“You put it out of your mind. 
Why dwell on it? I think anyone 
has work situations where some¬ 
one said something to you that’s 
unpleasant, but for the most part, 
day in and day out, I had a great 
relationship, except with a few 
players.” 

One of those players, Garrison 
Hearst, known for antigay state¬ 


ments made in 2002 (“I don’t 
want no faggots on my team”), ac¬ 
tually maintained a surface re¬ 
spect with McLean, in his own 
way. 

“Garrison just wasn’t thinking. 
It was sort of a reflex,” said 
McLean of Hearst’s statements. 

In the ESPN magazine article, 
Hearst told writer Chris Bull, 
“Lindsy’s cool, man, very cool.... 
His personal habit is his personal 
habit. It don’t matter to me.” 

The other unnamed players 
who had confronted McLean with 
their attacks were eventually dealt 
with, calmly. “The way to stop that 
is take them aside and say, “I’m a 
good person, and I don’t wanna 
hear that any more.” 

The attitudes of machismo are 
sometimes as tough as the physi- 
cality. McLean’s distance as a 
trainer may have kept even more 
abuse at bay. 

“Football’s gonna be a little 
harder than some,” he said of in¬ 
juries both personal and physical. 
“A gay player coming out while 
playing could be dangerous. A 
player could potentially get his 
knee twisted in a pileup, even by 
his own teammates. We have a lot 
of coaches who don’t want to have 
female athletic trainers, let alone 
gays. So there’s still some educat¬ 
ing to do.” 

What’s telling about the sport 
of football is that despite the ho¬ 
mophobic incidents, the 49ers 
may be the most progressive of 
NFL teams. Former head coach 
Steve Mariucci was quoted as 
being accepting of a gay player, as 
long as he’s a good player. 

With a domestic partnership 
health insurance employee policy, 
and 49ers owners John and 
Denise York having worked to 
maintain a gay-friendly fan base 
after convincing Hearst to apolo¬ 
gize for his remarks, the team sets 
an example for other NFL fran¬ 
chises. One wonders how much 
worse any other team work envi¬ 
ronment must be. 

McLean prefers to focus on 
those positive gestures, like the so¬ 
cial event where he brought his 
partner. For another event, a 
photo session with staff and their 
spouses, McLean said that Mari¬ 
ucci told him, “If you wanna bring 
your partner, that’d be fine.” 

McLean told him, “The NFL’s 
not ready for that.” 

Sadly, he may still be right. De¬ 
spite such overtures, McLean pre¬ 
ferred a level of discretion. “I just

over the Bush war on Iraq, has 
been watching his early support¬ 
ers turn to the seemingly “more 
electable” Kerry of late: “Those 
Dean loyalists moved on; they’re 
still mad, but they got practical, 
and they deeply want to beat 
George Bush.”

states had enacted legislation 
against same-sex-marriage, the 
most restrictive of which prohib¬ 
ited not only marriage, but also 
rights granted through domestic 
partnerships. 

Back in Hawaii, same-sex mar¬ 
riage opponents began a drive to 
amend the state Constitution to 
define marriage as the union of a 
man and a woman. Their efforts 
succeeded in November 1998, be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court could 
issue its final ruling in the pend¬ 
ing case. The court finally declared 
the Baehr v. Anderson lawsuit dead 
in December 1999. 

But less than two weeks later, 
disappointment turned to cele¬ 
bration when the Vermont 
Supreme Court ruled that “the 
State is constitutionally required 
to extend to same-sex couples the 
common benefits and protections 
that flow from marriage under 
Vermont law.” The court left it up 
to the legislature to decide how to 
accomplish this mandate. 

Vermont Governor Howard 
Dean signed a law in April 2000 
granting same-sex couples all the 
state benefits of marriage through 


a new type of “civil union.” Al¬ 
though falling short of legal mar¬ 
riage, the new unions proved pop¬ 
ular, drawing same-sex couples to 
Vermont from throughout the 
country. Annette Cappy, a town 
clerk in Brattleboro, opened her 
office just after midnight on the 
day the new law went into effect. 
“This office has been known to 
stay open for 24 hours on the first 
day of hunting season,” she said. “I 
figure if we did it for people who 
want to shoot animals, I can do it 
for two people in love.” 

In 2003, LGBT activists were 
buoyed by a federal Supreme 
Court ruling that overturned state 
sodomy laws, as well as by court 
decisions in two Canadian 
provinces allowing same-sex mar¬ 
riage. (Canada was not the first to 
do so, however: the Netherlands 
extended its marriage laws to in¬ 
clude same-sex couples in April 
2001.) But the climax came in No¬ 
vember when the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled that 
state law restricting marriage to 
opposite-sex couples was uncon¬ 
stitutional. The justices gave the 
state legislature 180 days to reme¬ 
dy the discrimination. [Last week, 
the court reaffirmed its decision, 
saying that civil unions would not 
be adequate.] 


While many LGBT people hold 
out hope that the Massachusetts 
ruling will be the long-awaited 
ticket to legal equality, queer cou¬ 
ples still face a growing conserva¬ 
tive backlash, including an effort 
to amend the U.S. Constitution to 
prohibit same-sex marriage once 
and for all. ▼

the board of the Humane Society, 
and brings to PAWS “the perfect 
blend of nonprofit management 
experience, familiarity with the 
HIV/AIDS community, and a sen¬ 
sitivity to the important role that 
companion animals play in our 
lives,” said Randy Allgaier, presi¬ 
dent of the PAWS board of direc¬ 
tors. “He’s the ideal executive di¬ 
rector to lead us into a new phase 
of providing service to the com¬ 
munity.” 

Under Lipp, PAWS’ traditions 
will continue as usual, with the 
“Faux Fur Fashion Show” taking 
place this Sunday, February 15 in 
conjunction with other organiza¬ 
tions (see page 4), and the annual 


“Petchitecture” - a who’s who in 
San Francisco event that draws 
celebrities, world renowned archi¬ 
tects, design enthusiasts, and ani¬ 
mal lovers to the exhibition and 
sale of extravagant animal abodes 
- set for April 2. Petchitecture, 
said Lipp, is so well-known and so 
well run that it accounts for one- 
third of the PAWS budget. 

Lipp may not be performing 
crisis intervention this time 
around, but he’s just “as busy as 
ever,” he said, propelling PAWS 
into the future. One effort he is 
leading is providing technical as¬ 
sistance to those who want to start 
PAWS chapters elsewhere; the East 
Bay PAWS organization just se¬ 
cured its 501 (c)3 tax-exempt sta¬ 
tus and is hosting an event this 
weekend, said Lipp. 

“PAWS is such a great idea, and 


is run on such a great model, and 
there’s so much research on how 
important it is to keep animals, es¬ 
pecially when someone is sick,” 
said Lipp. “None of what we do is 
all that difficult, and we’d like to 
expand the model to other parts 
of the country.” 

Expanding PAWS services in 
San Francisco is another one of 
Lipp’s goals, as is increasing the 
educational outreach about the 
importance of the human-animal 
bond. A recent $1 million bequest 
just came into PAWS from an 
anonymous donor, which may be 
used to further these goals. 

“We’re a strong organization. 
We’ve got a great staff and great 
board and a really dedicated core 
group of volunteers and donors,” 
said Lipp. “Everything is looking 
really great.” ▼

think [Mariucci] knew just like 
others did, but also knew that I 
was a good trainer. It was just a 
nonissue.” 

But for those who look for role 
models, or even anyone brave 
enough to be out, even after leav¬ 
ing athletics, his on-field experi¬ 
ences have the same professional¬ 
ism as any straight staff member, 
including those five Super Bowls. 

“Usually you had an extra week 
before the Super Bowl,” he re¬ 
called. “You had a little time to get 
people’s health together. Guys were 
playing with pain all through the 
playoffs. You had people who were 
playing who would never play in a 
season game, so they had six 
months to heal.” This pressure, he 
said, led to the team becoming “a 
highly motivated group of guys.” 

When asked about working 
with such greats as former quar¬ 


terback Joe Montana, McLean 
puts it simply. “His injuries were 
no different than a fourth-string 
quarterback’s. An athlete’s an ath¬ 
lete. An injury’s an injury.” There 
was a difference, of course, when 
it was Montana’s knee. 

“The superstar players would 
get hurt,” he recalls, “and 20 media 
people with microphones wanted 
a diagnosis. You have to learn to 
live with that pressure. It’s such an 
inexact science. You’re there to go 
to work. I got to the point where I 
didn’t see the media. I just took 
care of these guys as if it were 
Foothill Junior College.” 

That common sense extends to 
McLean’s life, which includes reg¬ 
ular attendance at the Castro 
MCC. Brought up a Southern 
Baptist in his home of Nashville, 
McLean enjoys the non-denomi- 
national services and “relaxed cel¬ 
ebrations.” 

“You walk in there, and feel like 
you’re a person, npt different,” he 
said. “It was quite a support for 


me over the years.” 

Still a football fan, McLean en¬ 
joyed watching last season’s games 
from home. Despite the sometimes 
14- to 16-hour work days, he said, 
“I’ll always have a soft spot in my 
heart for the place I worked at.” 

McLean agrees with the pro¬ 
posal that eliminating homopho¬ 
bia in sports stems from antidis¬ 
crimination laws at universities, 
and will grow as the corporations 
that own sports franchises adopt 
such rules. If his speaking out now 
helps in any way, he’s fine with 
that, but is more comfortable to 
pass the torch. 

“Until you have a few really 
brave people to come out while 
they’re on the job, and stay out, it’s 
gonna be a little hard,” he said. 
“But any college that has a strong 
climate of protection; those are 
places where it’ll happen.” T

ART CONSTRUCTION, GAILY

T he healing power of the cre¬ 
ative impulse to transcend 
and redeem violence shines 
through in 217 diverse altered'-book 
artworks on display in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Public Library (SFPL) Main 
Branch’s Reversing Vandalism multi¬ 
site exhibition, its largest ever. The 
panoply of inventive, playful answers 
to vandalism clearly illustrates the 
reverence that a cross-section of gay 
and straight artists from 20 states, 
France and Japan feels for libraries.

N othing epitomizes the irreverent spirit of San Fran¬ 
cisco more than the high-camp extravaganza 
Beach Blanket Babylon. Steve Silver’s outrageously 
funny show at Club Fugazi is the longest-running musical 
revue in theatre history, celebrating its 30th anniversary this 
year. Joining this Grande Dame of high camp is a new girl in 
town: the less ambitious but very flamboyant Les FAUXlies 
Fantastique at Venue 9, a gender-bending, Vegas-style revue 
dripping with feathers, sequins and rhinestones. While the 
two shows vary in style and substance, they both scream San 
Francisco. 

A recent trip to Beach Blanket Babylon proved that the 
old girl is still sparkling. The powerhouse cast of 10 wages an 
all-out comic assault on the senses, with dozens of gags 
skewering current pop icons and keeping the show fresh. 

Since 1995, producer Jo Schuman Silver has carried on 
the comic legacy of the show’s mad-genius creator, her late 
husband Steve Silver. At 5 a.m. each morning, Silver pores 
over newspapers and magazines, ready to spin headlines into 
sight gags. The night Arnold Schwarzenegger announced his 
candidacy for governor, he was already being lampooned for 


it in the show. Janet Jackson’s Super Bowl striptease? It’s al¬ 
ready in. ‘ 

“It’s really a team effort,” says Silver, who meets with 
director Kenny Mazlow, costume designer Jayne Serba, 
musical director Bill Keck, prop designer Matt James 
and wigmaster Juan Nunez to brainstorm ways 
to get new gags in, fast. “The cast is amazing in 
making it happen. It helps to have 30 years’ 
worth of costumes and wigs in the ware¬ 
house.” 

While the current show skewers everyone 
from Paris Hilton to the Queer Eye guys, Silver 
knows exactly when a topical gag has run its 
course: “When the audience stops laughing.” 

BBB began in 1974 as a nutty hybrid of the beach-party 
movies of the ’60s and MGM musicals of the ’30s and ’40s. 
Carmen Miranda inspired the show’s legendary huge hats, 
and in 1978 the big San Francisco hat with its moving cable- 
car made its debut. 

The show’s storied history includes runs in Las Vegas and 
London (before Queen Elizabeth and Prince Philip), but its 
most notorious moment was providing the opening number 
for the ’89 Academy Awards. “Steve didn’t have creative con-

notebooks of eternal poet Walt 
Whitman. But to really map the 
terrain, he also learned to lap at 
the dogbowl of journalism, since 
“one of the ways that cruising has 
been located is through 
arrests and prosecutions 
covered by the press.” 
Beyond famous T- 
room arrests like 
John Gielgud in 
London or George 
/Z Michael in LA, Turner 
Cjf turned to accounts of 
busts of non-famous 
men to develop his 
geography of par¬ 
ticular streets and 
locales that were or 
are the province of queer male de¬ 
sire. 

But he says cruising is not al¬ 
ways about sex. “Reciprocal gazes 
may hold their own pleasures for 
some, and the dynamics of the 
gaze may be erotic and stimulat¬ 
ing precisely because it does not 
end in sex.” Just as a dog out on a 
ramble knows how to stop and 
smell the — erm, roses. 

Dog stupid 

NY Observer critic Hilton Als 
says a lot of stupid stuff in his pu¬ 
tative review of James Mc- 
Court’s gay history collage Queer 
Street, things like, “The lack of 
human feeling in Queer Street 
might be explained by the absence 
of women.” Now, how retro is 
that? 

Also stupid: “But the books I 
grew up reading in the ’80s — by 
Edmund White, Dale Peck, 
Dennis Cooper, etc. — seem less 
about exploring the world than 
about shutting out difference — 
blacks, women, and the like — in 
order to establish the white queer 
world as an exclusive empire of 
the senses.” We guess if you only 
look at the world and all its cre¬ 
ations through the wrong end of 
the identity-politics telescope, 
you’ll forever be disappointed 
with genius. Etc. 

Despite this, Als does succeed 
in relating an item from McCourt 
about a remark that macho 
straight author Norman Mailer 
reportedly once made. We reprint 
it for you here, and that makes it, 
what? Four degrees of separation. 

“In a dialogue with his gossipy 
alter ego, The Guttersnipe,’ our 
Queer Temperament says:‘Nor¬ 
man Mailer once referred to his 
infinitely superior contemporary, 
Truman Capote, as a‘ballsy little 
guy.’ Of course he didn’t know — 
or did he? — that anatomically 
Capote was just that, freakishly so. 
‘All potatoes and no meat,’ as the 
nastier boys at the Everard [Baths] 
used to say about gentlemen of a 
certain age they affected to dis¬ 
dain in the steamroom.’” Ouch!

'The Legend of Leigh Bower/ at the Roxie

here’s a scene near the begin¬ 
ning of Charles Atlas’ oddly 
moving tribute to Leigh 
Bowery (February 18-24 at the 
Roxie Cinema) that explains as 
much as. anything about the fabu¬ 
lously enigmatic young man who 
died at 33, leaving a perplexing 
body of deeply personal work that 
touched the worlds of fashion, 
dance, club kids and fine art. That 
scene shows the 16-year-old Bow¬ 
ery watching his parents, Salvation 
Army workers, at a party. Director 
Atlas, in a flash, causes Bowery to 
vanish from the picture. 

In real life, Leigh Bowery van¬ 
ished from his tiny Australian vil¬ 
lage of Sunshine, on a mission to 
take the UK by storm. Quickly tir¬ 
ing of his day job at a London 
Burger King, Bowery decided to 
make his mark as a creature of the 
night. He proved brilliant as both 
a designer of “trash fashion” and 
an inventor of a scene to be trashy 
in. With his new friends, fellow 
club kids with names like Trojan, 
Bowery started a club in Leicester 
Square named Taboo, patterned 
after the parallel universe of the 
New York club scene, and fueled 
by the same drugs. Bowery de¬ 
clined to ape Gotham Party Mon¬ 
ster Michael Alig, and instead 
took seriously the Andy Warhol 
roots of club culture. Becoming a 
recognized designer of comic¬ 
book-like fashion, Bowery 
jumped into bed with the art 
world, High and Pop, doing dar¬ 
ing designs for the Michael Clark 
Dance Company as well as con¬ 
cert gear for Boy George. 

Ultimately, Bowery was less in¬ 
terested in marketing Jiis designs 
than re-marketing himself, wear¬ 
ing costumes that looked like Spi- 
derMan reconceived as a float in 
the Macy’s Parade. 

The Legend of Leigh Bowery 
vividly recreates magic moments 
in his life, mining a treasure trove 
of Bowery videos (sometimes as

rear projections) at Taboo parties 
and on the British TV talk-show 
circuit. Bowery was seldom seen 
in public unless completely 
wrapped up beyond recognition 
in one of his full-body costumes. 
As the film makes clear, Bowery’s 
art was not that of a female im¬ 
personator. Late in his life, when 
he took to modeling in the buff 
for painter Lucien Freud, it be¬ 
came clear that Bowery’s body it¬ 
self was his secret work-in- 
progress. 

Atlas has a host of Bowery’s 
friends from the London art and 
club scenes recall the piece of him 
they got to know. Only Boy George 
seems to know how those pieces fit 
together. George, who got great re¬ 
views playing Bowery in the ill- 
fated Broadway musical Taboo, un¬ 
derstands how their personas mir¬ 
rored each other. It’s as if Boy 
George feels that Bowery was a 
more authentic version of his own 
pop image, while Bowery’s at¬ 
tempts to launch a pop group fell 


well short of Culture Club’s brief 
fling at the top of the charts. Bow¬ 
ery shared Boy George’s ambiva¬ 
lent relationship with the British 
public. In one TV clip, the audi¬ 
ence roasts him as freaky, and he in 
effect calls them morons. 

Bowery also lived a more Joe 
Orton-like double life, pursuing 
male sex partners in T-rooms 
across the land. A female friend 
confides he would point at 
strange-looking blokes in the 
street and boast, “I’ve had him.” 

In his autobiography, Boy 
George describes Bowery’s efforts 
to keep his health status confiden¬ 
tial, saying, “I want to be remem¬ 
bered as a person with ideas, not 
AIDS.” Boy George adds, “He re¬ 
fused a funeral, claiming he was 
the son of Satan, and ordered his 
close friends to tell everyone he 
had gone to live on a pig farm in 
Bolivia. Devious to the last 
breath.” The Legend of Leigh Bow¬ 
ery is a grand film-version of the 
wake he chose not to throw. ▼

Splashy & flashy debuts 

San Francisco Ballet's Program II bows

ontext is everything. Last 
season, on a San Francisco 
Ballet premieres program 
that boasted Julia Adam’s inven¬ 
tive imaginal disc and Alex Rat- 
mansky’s hilarious Carnaval des 
Animaux, Aussie Stanton Welch’s 
Tu Tu looked chic, flashy, and as 
shallow as a backyard wading 
pool. Last Tuesday, as part of 
SFB’s tedious second subscription 
program, Tu Tu almost looked 
like a good piece. At least, at the 
end of a long program, it didn’t 
put us to sleep. 

On the other hand, that had 
less to do with Welch’s choreogra¬ 
phy than it-did with the fact that 
so far this season, SFB’s dancers 
are looking scrumptious and 
dancing with enough power, free¬ 
dom and artistry to elevate weak 
sisters like Tu Tu to “interesting.” 
The company’s dancing and per¬ 
sonalities rescued the other two 
pieces on the program, too, the re¬ 
vival of FJelgi Tomasson’s tire¬ 
some Le Quattro Stagioni (Vival¬ 
di) and the world premiere of Yuri 
Possokhov’s Study in Motion 
(piano pieces by Scriabin, played 
wonderfully by Michael Mc- 
Graw). 

After four Possokhov pieces 
here (I’m counting the splashy 
Don Quixote, which he helped 
stage, because it fits my thesis), it’s 
safe to say he has a showman’s 
canny ability to get the very best 
out of dancers. Yet, if he has creat¬ 
ed one enchainement of memo¬ 
rable movement, I’ve missed it. 
Without the heartfelt dancing, an 
abstract piece like Study in Motion 
is basically 30 minutes of filling 
space. 

I can recall almost nothing of 
individuality in it, except for the 
beginning of Pascal Molat’s solo, 
in which he stands still and does 
some very interesting semaphor¬ 
ing with his arms. Molat is in¬ 
credibly watchable no matter 
what he is doing, so my fickle 
companion, who had sworn alle¬ 
giance to dancer Gonzalo Garcia 
earlier in the evening, suddenly 
found herself drooling over the 
rugged Frenchman with the spiky 
haircut. 

That was pretty much the way 
it went all evening. Of the other 
three men in Possokhov’s study 
for four couples, Damian Smith 
and Peter Brandenhoff are fa¬ 
vorites of SFB’s hunk-watchers. 
Eggplant velour pants and muscle 
tops may not sound appealing, 
but with these guys bursting out 
of them, even Benjamin Pierce’s 
costumes had allure. (Not the

women’s, however. Nobody 
should ever dress a female dancer 
in what looks like underwear and 
then cover it with a see-thru 
sarong.) New to the group is an¬ 
other Frenchman, Nicolas Blanc, 
dark and sporting the same Gre¬ 
cian profile as his partner, Lorena 
Feijoo. Music pours through his 
compact body; I can’t wait to see 
him in more individual choreog¬ 
raphy. 

Sugar rush 

Probably the worst thing about 
Le Quattro Stagione is the music. 
The Four Seasons was the original 
hippie Muzak, and most people 
forget that it is a series of violin 
concertos. For that, you need a 
first-rate baroque violinist. Roy 
Malan is SFB’s honorable concert- 
master, particularly good with dif¬ 
ficult contemporary scores, but I 
really don’t want to listen to that 
much out-of-tune fiddling to start 
an evening of ballet. Add Tomas¬ 
son’s dreary concept — 17th-cen¬ 
tury bucolic as imagined by a 
20th-century choreographer (the 
piece premiered in 1992) in arti¬ 
ficial Italian settings with bland 
costumes by Santo Loquasto — 


and you have the potential for 
sugar overload. 

The first three movements are 
amiable enough, though Vanessa 
Zahorian in “Spring” seems to 
have assumed the company’s all- 
American cheerleader mantle pre¬ 
viously worn by Elisabeth Loscav- 
io. Muriel Maffre was the older 
woman reliving her youth in 
“Summer,” while Sarah Van Pat¬ 
ten continues to be a faceless puz¬ 
zle to me, even partnered by the 
languidly elegant Vadim Solo- 
makha in “Autumn.” Garcia does 
his best to look elegiac and noble 
in “Winter,” but he’s really an alle¬ 
gro live-wire caught in a self-pity¬ 
ing Romantic part. 

In that context, Tu Tu, as I said 
at the beginning, looked better 
than it is. Maffre does the “Dying 
Swan” bit without a hint of paro¬ 
dy, but plenty of tragically elo¬ 
quent ports de bras. Julie Diana 
and Zahorian look glam-plus in 
Holly Hynes gaudy tutus, while 
Joan Boada, Ruben Martin and 
Stephen Legate (how can I put this 
delicately?) are drop-dead edible, 
catchable, whatever, in tiny, gold¬ 
en-striped boy shorts. Silly piece, 
but high on the Yum Meter. ▼

anything titled or authored “Gay” 
— be it novelist Nancy, poet John, 
historian Talese, or military 
bomber Enola — including five 
slashed copies of Van Buskirk’s 
and Susan Stryker’s Gay by the 
Bay. 

With the trial completed, and 
Perkyns sentenced to fines and 
community service, police re¬ 
turned evidence boxes packed 
with irreparably carved-up books. 
Instead of following the miscre¬ 
ant’s grand scheme by chucking 
them all, Van Buskirk and Cura¬ 
tor Everett Erlandson conceived a 
destroyed/altered-books art ex¬ 


hibit, promoting it through SFPL’s 
website, GLBT notice boards, art 
schools, and a prairie-fire of art- 
community word-of-mouth in 
August, 2003, with the work due 
four months later. 

The artists employed Band- 
aids, origami constructions, pages 
sewn inside chiffon-quilted pock¬ 
ets, clay angels floating heaven¬ 
ward on paper wings, photocol- 
lage'and more. A lacerated cover 
is sutured together; pages from a 
film biography are burned onto 
leaf-shaped pottery shards. Many 
incorporate the vandal’s trade¬ 
mark almond-shaped wound, 
compulsively carved with two 
swipes of his razor-blade. Cri¬ 
tiquing the offense, the artworks 
vividly express the library-patron 


community’s empathy, vibrancy 
and resilience. These book artists 
radically renounce destruction 
through found objects and im¬ 
ages, while championing a civic 
institution. 

Caught pink-handed 

“We’ve been able to meet the 
goal of allowing all the artists to 
show for themselves what libraries 
have meant to them,” says Head 
Curator Catherine King. The ex¬ 
hibition is “unique in that it’s ini¬ 
tiated by the library. We commis¬ 
sioned the art and provided the 
raw materials.” 

“We took back the power, able 
to go from feeling helpless and 
angry to getting something we

Bertolucci's'The Dreamers'

he clueless protagonists of 
Bernardo Bertolucci’s The 
Dreamers float around in a 
marijuana-fueled haze of political 
correctness, using Hollywood 
movie-speak to spark social and 
sexual intercourse. It’s 1968, and 
Parisian students are as strident as 
they are restless. They listen to 
Jimi Hendrix, Janis Joplin, and 
Jim Morrison; they protest cen¬ 
sorship and the Vietnam War; 
they live vicariously through mo¬ 
tion pictures; and they experi¬ 
ment with sex. In short, they do 
precisely what I was doing at the 
time. At the end of The Dreamers, 
when Piaf warbles “I regret noth¬ 
ing,” it’s easy to imagine she sings 
not only for Bertolucci and nov¬ 
elist/screenwriter Gilbert Adair, 
but an entire generation of 
boomer miscreants. 

The Dreamers stars Michael 
Pitt, the unlikeliest leading man 
ever to emerge from Dawsons 
Creek,-as Matthew, an American 
college student studying film in 
Paris for the summer. At a student 
protest over the removal of the di¬ 
rector of the Cinematheque Fran- 
caise, Matthew meets fellow 
cinephiles Isabelle (Eva Green) and 
Theo (Louis Garrel). When their 
parents leave town for a month, 
this brother/sister team invites 
Matthew to move out of his small 
hotel and live with them in their 
parents’ flat. As the three students 
settle into domestic cohabitation, 
a rather twisted menage emerges 
which causes each of them to ques¬ 
tion his life and choices. 

Siblings Isabelle and Theo 
have a psychosexual bond be¬ 
tween them that most therapists 
would describe as “unnatural.” 
When shy Matthew begins his af¬ 
fair with Isabelle, the sexual dy¬ 
namics of the household shift. 
And although the three students 
can discuss film ad nauseam while 
proclaiming their love for each 
other, one topic remains off lim¬ 
its; homosexuality. Yet the uncon¬ 
summated attraction between 
Matthew and Theo helps main¬ 
tain the heightened sexual tension 
of the film. At one point, Theo 
seems ready to take the plunge, 
but Matthew remains awkwardly 


aloof in a manner completely 
consistent with his character and 
the times. 

Earthly desire 

Bernardo Bertolucci is not a 
good filmmaker but a great one. 
In The Dreamers, he explores the 
hermetically sealed world of the 
siblings’ flat, using the turbulent 
student protests as a backdrop. 
This technique of creating a small 
insular world encapsulated in a 
larger context is one Bertolucci 
has used in the past in films like 
Last Tango in Paris, The Last Em¬ 
peror and Besieged. The three stu¬ 
dents walk around the flat, spout¬ 
ing lines from Hollywood movies 
and challenging each other to 
identify the film. The Dreamers 
contains clips from movies like 
Queen Christina, Breathless, 
Blonde Venus, and Freaks, insert¬ 
ed in the fashion employed by 
Michael Same in ’70’s Myra 
Breckenridge. But where Same 
used old film clips as an ironic 
commentary on the action, 
* Bertolucci employs them in an il¬ 
lustrative homage. Cinematogra¬ 
pher Fabio Cianchetti provides a 
warm romantic glow for the pro¬ 
ceedings, reflecting the garden of 
earthly desire that unfolds within 
the Parisian flat. 

Screenwriter Adair adapts his 
own novel for the screen with in¬ 
creased emphasis on the charac¬ 
ters’ relationship and less reliance 
on their milieu. This gives the film 
a certain timelessness. The period 
is defined primarily by the outra¬ 
geous optimism of protagonists 
who believe they can change the 
world by protesting the status 
quo. In this respect, the children 
of the late ’60s were truly different 
from the children of the late ’90s. 
The earlier generation turned 
away from materialism, seeking to 
change the world. Their present- 
day peers seem to have made an 
opposite choice: to accept the 
sorry state of the status quo while 
trying to accumulate as much 
cash as they can with the least 
amount of effort. 

Recently, some controversy 
emerged from Bertolucci’s refusal 
to eliminate sexual scenes for the 
picture’s American release in 
order to receive an R rating. It’s 
unlikely The Dreamers, in its cur-

can out of it,” says Librarian 
Nancy Silverrod, who, adrenaline 
racing, ended security and staff’s 
months-long search by catching 
the vandal stashing a bright pink 
volume in his bag’s bottom-shelf 
hidden compartment. 

“I certainly didn’t want my re¬ 
sponse to be flippant,” says Joe 
Boxer textile designer Steven El¬ 
liott, whose work “Cell Mate” re¬ 
sponds to a book encouraging 
safe sex for prisoners by adding 
latex. Elliott, who spent recesses 
doing needlepoint under the 
guidance of his volunteer-librari¬ 
an mom, says Forster and 
Melville “were pivotal in defining 
my artistic practices and sensibil¬ 
ity.” In his spare time, he perfo¬ 
rates thrift-store 70s gay self-help 
guides, lining them with red felt 
and foil, to create books, “alive 
with little gaping mouths, ass¬ 
holes or wounds.” 

Healing the body served as a 
metaphor for pieces created by 
clients of the SAGE Project, a sex¬ 


ual-exploitation resource center. 
Amanda Coslor, who coordinates 
SAGE’s art therapy program, 
crafted a woman’s face-mask out 
of casting bandages, the eye-sock¬ 
et a blood-red ball of yarn; and a 
cone of pages at the mouth, mega¬ 
phone-style, showing a woman in 
touch with her outrage. 

Wendy W. Chan’s “Human 
Being,” a book in flight, springs el¬ 
evated off a cloud of torn pages, 
as if strengthened by its injury, a 
proverbial phoenix. 

Mixed-media sculptor Dakota 
Phoenix melted a plastic Virgin 
Mary on a clothes-iron’s base, 
then added broken votive candles, 
wax puddles and soot, all mount¬ 
ed on Sex and the Church. “It’s a 
nice way of closing the circle,” says 
the Hospitality House Communi¬ 
ty Arts Program volunteer, find¬ 
ing new ways to express himself 
artistically due to fading eyesight, 
“an opportunity to create healing 
energy.” 

Dancer Keith Hennessy sol¬ 
dered a message to the vandal on 
the cover of theologian Norman 
Pittenger’s Making Sexuality

rent form, will raise any eyebrows 
in San Francisco. After all, what 
are a few penises between friends? 
The sexuality as presented is nat¬ 
ural, integral to the story, arid 
completely believable in context. 
Unfortunately, the Motion Pic¬ 
ture Association of America is still 
held captive by the Puritari revo¬ 
lution that gave birth to our na¬ 
tion. They should all be forced to 
churn their own butter and write 


with quill pens until they realize 
times have changed. In the mean¬ 
time, American audiences have 
the opportunity to see a superb 
filmmaker working at the top of 
his form. The Dreamers is an 
evocative homage to an adoles¬ 
cence that once was and, in one 
form or another, will always be. ▼

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Learning from the past 


Restored 'Battle of Algiers'

Western power, convinced 
I > its cause is just, imposes its 
will on an Islamic nation. 
That nation insists on self-deter¬ 
mination and fights the outsiders. 
Its tactics are condemned as “ter¬ 
rorism,” and the media reports 
“innocent” deaths from explo¬ 
sives, assassinations, and other 
forms of guerrilla warfare. This 
isn’t Palestine or Iraq in 2004. It’s 
Algeria in 1954, after 120 years of 
French colonial rule. The Battle of 
Algiers (’65) is Italian director 
Gillo Pontecorvo’s documentary¬ 
like interpretation of that 1954-57 
rebellion. In a beautifully restored 
print, it plays the Castro Theatre 
February 13-26. 

Although Pontecorvo is sym¬ 
pathetic to the Algerians, he does¬ 
n’t demonize the French. Both 
sides use horrifying means, justi¬ 
fying them because of their ends. 
The movie opens with a scene of 
an Algerian man being tortured 
by French soldiers. After he re¬ 
veals where rebel leaders are hid¬ 
ing, the soldiers offer him a ciga¬ 
rette and congratulate him for 
having held out so long. It’s a 


scary moment, depersonalizing 
inhumane treatment. 

With the exception of Jean 
Martin,, who plays French com¬ 
mander Colonel Mathieu, all the 
other performers are non-profes¬ 
sionals — in some cases, actual 
rebels. The film begins in 1957, 
with Mathieu and his soldiers sur¬ 
rounding the hideout of the last 
rebel leader, Ali La Pointe 
(Brahim Haggiag), warning that if 
he and his companions do not 
surrender, they will be blown up. 
La Pointe then flashes back to 
1954, when the rebellion began. 

The French were reeling from 
their defeat at Dien Bien Phou, 
which ended their rule over In¬ 
dochina (today, Vietnam, Laos, 
and Cambodia). As Socialist cab¬ 
inet minister Francois Mitterand 
made clear, the government re¬ 
garded Algeria as an integral part 
of France; therefore; its indepen¬ 
dence would be akin to dismem¬ 
bering the nation. 

Born naturals 

Pontecorvo’s cinematography 
brings an immediacy to the ac¬ 
tion. It all appears spontaneous, 
especially the remarkable crowd 
scenes, which were, in fact, care-

fully staged. Perhaps because the 
Algerian rebels are played by lo¬ 
cals, the performances are extra¬ 
ordinarily natural. All Algerians 
seem engaged in the struggle. 
One suspenseful sequence in¬ 
volves three Algerian women 
who make themselves appear 
French: they cut their hair, and 
dress in Western clothes. As a re¬ 
sult, they easily walk past check¬ 
points, each carrying a time 
bomb that she will leave at a spe¬ 
cific locale in the European quar¬ 
ter — at an Air France terminal, 
a coffee shop, a place where 
teenagers dance. 

As Ali La Pointe, Haggiag is a 
frightening mix of idealist, patri¬ 
ot, and terrorist. He was an illiter¬ 
ate peasant discovered by Pon¬ 
tecorvo in the Algiers market, but 
proved a natural actor. Martin, a 
stage star who had been blacklist¬ 
ed in France for his opposition to 
the war, is a perfect foil for Hag¬ 
giag. The other performers are 
equally good, one memorable face 
after another. The film is two 
hours long, but seems much 
shorter. Not a single foot of actu¬ 
al newsreels was used, yet it seems 
like a true documentary. Pon¬ 


tecorvo and Ennio Morricone col¬ 
laborated on the remarkable 
music. 

The French won the Battle of 
Algiers but lost the war. In 1958, 
Charles de Gaulle returned to 
power in France and began a se¬ 
ries of reforms, aimed at address¬ 
ing the concerns of the Algerians 
without giving them their free¬ 
dom. This proved unacceptable, 
and they again rebelled, achieving 
independence in 1962. France 
learned that without the support 
of the local population, an occu¬ 
pying power cannot impose its will 
over the long term, unless it resorts 
to annihilation. That painful les¬ 
son is relevant today, even if it is 


not universally understood. 

The Battle of Algiers was 
banned in France, and the French 
delegation walked out when the 
movie won the Grand Prize at the 
Cannes Film Festival. Through 
the efforts of the late director 
Louis Malle, the picture was final¬ 
ly shown in France in 1971. In 
Hollywood, it received Oscar 
nominations for Best Foreign 
Film, Best Director, and Best 
Story and Screenplay. It is timely 
and timeless. T

members Silver. 

“Sitting in the audience, I had 
tears in my eyes, and I said to him,

ber drew the ire of critics and of 
Walt Disney Studios, which object¬ 
ed to its depiction of Snow White. 
“All of the Oscar books list it as the 
worst production number in the 
history of the Oscars, and Steve 
was always very proud of that!” 

. Also heading for the show-biz 
record books is BBB veteran Val 
Diamond, who has been balanc¬ 
ing San Francisco on her head for 
25 years. Silver has high praise for 
the singer/comedienne: “Every 
night is like opening night with 
Val. She’s so good that all of the 
cast members work their tails off 
to keep up to her high standards.” 

Not in Kansas 

Cast newcomer Matt Alber 
never expected to be shaking his 
tail (dressed as a French poodle) in 
a show like BBB.

Chanticleer, the Kansas-born 
Alber had been working as a coun¬ 
try singer when a friend convinced 
him to audition for the show. 

“I sang a song from Little Shop 
of Horrors, and they asked me to 
sing it like Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
then like Richard Simmons,” he 
says. “I’d spent so many years doing 
serious music in a tuxedo that it felt 
great to make people laugh. 

“The biggest challenge is 
building up the endurance and 
stamina to do eight shows a week. 
I’ve lost 15 pounds since I started. 
Once you’ve learned the show, 
you have to learn the backstage 
part, which is very organized and 
fast. The crew is throwing open 
doors, curtains and setting props. 
If you’re in the wrong place, you’ll 
get knocked over.” 

Alber gets to wear a PC moni¬ 
tor on his head as Bill Gates and 
ride a tricycle as Ashton Kutcher, 
but his favorite character is big- 
wigged Bill Clinton. “He’s a total 
sleazeball lounge-lizard, and I love 
singing in that style.” 

Les girls 

Les FAUXlies Fantastique is a 
tongue-in-cheek tribute to the 
showgirl spectacles that flourished 
when Sinatra’s Rat Pack ruled 
Vegas. While plans for its perma¬ 
nent home are being finalized, the 
show plays Venue 9 through 
March. The creative mastermind 
behind FAUXlies is director- 
choreographer James Du Beq, 
who also designed the show’s 
ultra-fabulous costumes and 
struts his stuff as one of the cho¬ 


rus girls. 

Du Beq is a Bay Area native 
whose 18-year dancing career in¬ 
cludes stints in Vegas, Reno, Great 
America, Disneyland, Carnival 
Cruises and a national tour as 
Adult Simba in The Lion King. 
While appearing last year in an 
Oakland production of La Cage 
Aux Folks, Du Beq met producers 
Jim Burris and Mike Saugar. 

“We came up with the idea of a 
gender-bending version of a 
Vegas-style show,” says Du Beq. 
“We narrowed it down to specific 
themes: Arabian Nights, Parisian 
Can-Can, Latin, Hollywood, a 
red-light-district, and a comedic 
ballroom number.” 

Du Beq choreographed the 
numbers, then designed the cos¬ 
tumes around them. He designed 
165 costumes, headdresses and 
accessories in two months, and 20 
people worked to build them in 8 
weeks. “It’s the fastest I’ve ever 
done,” he says. 

But creating the feathered, se- 
quined costumes was easy com¬ 
pared to the task of finding dancers 
to wear them. “Casting was very 
challenging.” It took 16 auditions 
to find the nine male dancers, six 
of whom perform as women. 

“We were halfway through re¬ 
hearsals and about to schedule our 
17th audition when the producers 
asked if I’d fill in. Well, I did know 
all of the numbers,” he says. 

Although they auditioned 
some traditional drag queens, the 
show requires acting dancers who 
can realistically suggest showgirls.

the dialogue, and just have a mon¬ 
tage of the songs and dances and 
costumes. Something like an 
African Fantasia. 

The story of a young lion 
prince, his regal father, and his 
scheming uncle is told as if by sto¬ 
rytellers using costumes and 
props created from materials used 
in African arts and artifacts — en¬ 
hanced with $12 million or so of 
Disney money. The people play¬ 
ing animals never hide the fact 
that they are people playing ani¬ 
mals. We have not only the won¬ 
der of each costume creation, but 
also can receive a full range of ac¬ 
tors’ facial and body language. 

Before The Lion King, Taymor 
was a widely respected theatrical 
innovator in the relatively small 
world where her work was 
known. So established now is the 
connection between Taymor and 
The Lion King that the initial sur¬ 
prise of her association with Dis¬ 
ney is largely forgotten. It was as 
if Balanchine had been hired to 
restage Beach Blanket Babylon. 
But both Taymor and Disney have 
benefited spectacularly from the 
association, and The Lion King is 
in a whole other league from Dis¬ 
ney’s Beauty and the Beast and 
Aida. 

The Lion King will be with us 
in SF for quite awhile, at least 
through September and well be¬ 
yond if business warrants. Since 
the production doesn’t have to 
pick up and move to another city 
every few weeks, it has most of the 
flourishes of the Broadway origi¬ 
nal. It should also make this a de¬ 
sirable gig for performers, so it’s 
surprising that the most impor¬ 
tant role has not been cast with a 
top-notch actor. 

As the grown Simba, a lion 
prince exiled from his pride, 
Brandon Victor Dixon doesn’t 
quite have the chops to draw us

into his story, at least not via his 
perfunctory treatment of dia¬ 
logue. Rufus Bonds Jr.’s Mufasa, 
Simba’s father and long-reigning 
lion king, is friendly but without 
gravitas.

Scary: 'The Lost Skeleton of Cadavra '

hen is a spoof not a 
spoof? The question aris¬ 
es with writer/director 
Larry Blamire’s nearly pitch-per¬ 
fect take on those Ed Wood-like 
“B” movies, The Lost Skeleton of 
Cadavra. Some spoofs like Leslie 
Nielsen’s hilariously bumbling Lt. 
Frank Drebin in the Naked Gun 
series allow us to both enjoy a 
heightened state of unreality and 
condescend to parts of life we 
have a love/hate relationship with. 
Skeleton pokes fun at a world that 
only existed in Saturday-morning 
kids’ matinees, or in the dreams of 
truly awful amateur filmmakers. 
The movie has a cast of good ac¬ 
tors pretending to be bad actors. 
The results are not unlike what 
you might get from a good im- 
provisational comedy troupe. 

Skeleton opens with a perfectly 
coifed couple driving the ’50s tro¬ 
phy car, the T-Bird, through the 
woods. Dr. Paul Armstrong 
(Blamire himself) and his Barbie¬ 
like wife Betty (Fay Masterson, 
stealing the film with a perky 
Betty Crocker homemaker imper¬ 
sonation that threatens to turn 
into a nymphomaniac reality) talk 
with the gee-whiz .delight of kids 
on a first date. Armstrong man¬ 
ages to use the word science about 
12 times in every sentence. Betty’s 
adoring appreciation of her man 
hints that this daffy couple’s first 
language was oral sex. 

The film’s barely disguised sex¬ 
ual/gender-role subtexts run riot 
when the Armstrongs use their 
cabin in the woods to host anoth¬ 
er couple, whom we know to be 
space aliens Lattis (Susan Mc¬ 
Connell) and Krobar (Andrew 
Parks) masquerading as very clue¬ 
less humans. They, in turn, are 
joined for dinner by the nefarious 
Dr. Roger Fleming (Brian Howe), 
accompanied by the Beatnik-ap¬ 


pearing Animala (Jennifer Blaire, 
like Masterson, is deft at suggest¬ 
ing ’50s vamps). Animala, whom 
Fleming has conjured into human 
form by summoning the spirits of 
four forest creatures, sends the 
whole nutty proceedings straight 
into orbit. 

Having blown its comedy wad 
at the dinner table, Skeleton wraps 
up its nonsensical science-fiction 
plot as painlessly as possible. 
While perhaps overstaying their 
welcome by about 10 minutes, 
Skeletons creators manage to keep 
us staring up at those big, wide, 
black-and-white images as if we 


were expecting an aftermovie 
door prize. The Lost Skeleton of 
Cadavra is a moviehouse-only 
guilty pleasure. Its virtues will 
shrink-wrap down to the bottom 
of the DVD ratings. 

On the same program is a true 
collector’s item: legendary anima¬ 
tor Ub Iwerks’ 1937 color cartoon 
Skeleton Frolic. A funny romp in 
the graveyard, Skeleton Frolic 
makes you yearn for the days 
when the 7-minute format gave 
small ideas a tight leash. T

he 2004 GayVN Awards, the 
porn world’s Oscars, are 
coming up. Fantasies of 
White & Black 2 has been nomi¬ 
nated in the category of Best Eth¬ 
nic-Themed Video. Of the other 
four honored titles, I disliked the 
Spanish-flavored Sins of the Fa¬ 
ther, and am unlikely to see Freaky 
Thugz; the gangsta quotient of its 
title displeazez. I liked FoW&B2, 
with its four scenes each pairing a 
white and black man. You’ll enjoy 
watching it. But it has too many 
careless flaws to win an award. 

These relatively minor infelic¬ 
ities include the lack of identifica¬ 
tion of the performers; you can 
only piece together who’s who by 
watching a Behind the Scenes 
bonus segment. Numerous 
switches from color to black-and- 
white may underscore the theme, 
but are less arty than jarring. 
There’s some clumsy lighting, and 
occasibnal infelicitous bumps in 
the editing. A dungeon scene be¬ 
gins with a sweeping view of the 
rest of the basement’s storage 
area, taking in an invalid’s por- 
tapotty and crutches. They’re real 
mood-setters. Or how about oth¬ 
erwise excellent music that 
switches to another piece right in 
the middle of an orgasm — that’s 
a mood-sustainer. Most amazing, 
some doofus has supplied 
chalk-white condoms for 
several of the black men. 

Turns a couple of really 
beautiful cocks into 
waxwork. Credit direc¬ 
tor Peter Goesinya with 
effectively pairing up 
some attractive per¬ 
formers in 
nice set¬ 
tings, but 
ya gotta 
ask, Where’s the craft? 

A little of it shows in the direc¬ 
tor’s slo-mo time manipulations, 
which make a deep-throating 
seem all the deeper. But his en¬ 
couragement of the sex is spotty. 
It’s solidly performed, but can be¬ 
come perfunctory when the fuck 
rolls around. The guys seem to 
like each other. So why does only 
one scene, the last, percolate over 
into passion? 

“Disco Lust” pairs Park Wiley 
(great bone-structure, great bone) 
with the cosmopolitan Victor 
Rios. He’s more Brazilian black 
than American, if you know what 
I mean. The big smiles the men 
share during their preliminary 
cruise are so much better than the 
typical hard stares. The guys look 
great bathed in the disco’s red 
lights, and make out nicely. 


“Black Leather Cock” is a pret¬ 
ty forceful leather fantasy. Tom 
Moore, a shaved-headed, other¬ 
wise blond and fervent bottom, is 
thrown in a sling by the aptly 
named Big Bruce, a beefy, clean¬ 
shaven dude whose fat, uncut 
cock is in proportion to his big 
body. Big B delivers a big, 
thrusting fuck, height¬ 
ened by slo-mo. Slut- 
ty Tom’s black chaps 
accentuate the lumi- 
, nous moon-white 
of his shaven crotch 
and pearly cock, cir¬ 
cled by black rubber 
cockring. 
And 

here’s a 
fetish I 
don’t get: he wears latex gloves. 
The visual is good, especially 
when Tom’s in the sling with 
spread legs exposing a hairless 
maw, and his shiny rubber fingers 
probe the pink depths. But it’s like 
putting a condom on your tongue 
before kissing. 

Pickle relish 

A locker-room segment fea¬ 
tures the fat, cut tube of Solomon, 
impressively sat upon by fleshy 
Marine Dakota Philips. Now 
that’s a Big Gulp. Then we reach 
the sex-club playroom finale, 
where furry Carlo Cox meets 
husky JC Carter for a sensational 
encounter. Bathed in blue light, 
they go at it with much relish. 
Hungry kissing; sloppy, drooling 
cocksucking; and a great, lusty 
fuck — the first time in the movie 


a black man has bottomed. Hand¬ 
some and nasty JC’s swell, with a 
prime piece of meat. He’s an en¬ 
ergetic bottom for the solidly 
muscled Cox to slam into. 

Now. When JC begs to suck 
Carlo’s cock, he doesn’t qualify it 
as a white one. Nor does he par¬ 
ticularize, when pleading for pen¬ 
etration, “Fuck my black ass.” Yet 
every single white performer un¬ 
failingly uses the adjectival quali¬ 
fier. “Nice black cock,” Dakota 
whispers to Solomon. Just what 
other color cock does he expect a 
black man to have? “I want your 
black cock,” Tom specifies of Big 
Bruce, as if Big B might have an¬ 
other one at home, perhaps a dif¬ 
ferent color for each day of the 
week. Makes me wonder why only 
white guys bring up color. And 
only with blacks, at that. No white 
guy I’ve ever made out with was 
specific enough to want my big 
white cock. 

Similarly, why does the GayVN 
categorize Fantasies of White & 
Black 2 as an ethnic video? Just 
because there’s black men in it? 
They’re thankfully not stereotyp- 
ically portrayed. Except for being 
called out by their white partners, 
there’s nothing to differentiate the 
men at all. This seems less ethnic 
than ecumenical, in the word’s 
universal meaning. The movie’s 
casting is heterogeneous, or, more 
precisely, heterochromatic. And 
tasty. ▼

Swept away

weeps month got into full 
' swing last week as the net- 

i works brought out their big 
guns: specials, interviews, breasts. 
Perhaps by May sweeps, we’ll have 
full-frontal male nudity on prime 
time. Or in lieu of that, full dis¬ 
closure from the Bush Adminis¬ 
tration. 

The scandals were rife on the 
tube. Janet, Justin and WMD led 
the ratings, but anyone expecting 
real apologies hasn’t watched 
enough American Idol episodes. 

We had hoped Tim Russert 
would rally for his big mano a 
mano with George Bush on Sun¬ 
day’s Meet the Press, but alas, he 
apparently can only hold Howard 
Dean’s feet to the fire. If Russert 
could show the same backbone 
with the Bush Administration that 
he did with the Clinton cadre, we 
might actually hear some truths 
rather than the inevitable equivo¬ 
cating. Russert has long been the 
only hard-hitting political com¬ 
mentator on the tube (Chris 
Matthews just calls his 
show Hardball, he 
doesn’t actually play 
it). To be fair, Russert 
has attacked some 
Bush leaguers with 
the same gusto he ex¬ 
hibited in his now- 
infamous 
shredding of 
Dean last year. 

But we have 
seen Dick Cheney on MTP doing 
his Dr. Strangelove routine and 
wondered when Russert was going 
to take him to task. He has 
brought out Condoleezza Rice’s 
facial tic on several occasions, but 
he’s never actually broken her. We 
had high hopes for the Bush dis¬ 
cussion, but alas, the little wriggler 
from Texas squirmed away yet 
again. Is it possible Bush is not as 
dumb as he looks? 

The coup de grace of the 
Russert interview was when Tim 
asked Bush, “If you did [lose the 
Presidential election], what would 
you do?” 

GWB: “I don’t plan on losing.” 
Be forewarned. 

As for Dean, apparently it’s all 
over but the screaming. The once- 
and-future king has been unmade 
by the media. We understand it’s 
difficult to have an actual message 
in this country. Dean has vision 
and some clarity in his ability to 
invoke it. And mentions queers 
every chance he gets, unlike his 
fellow contenders, who need their 
feet held to the fire on gay issues. 
But we deeply disapprove of the 
way TV has effectively disenfran¬ 
chised millions of voters. 

The disenfranchisement began 
with that infamous Dean speech 
after he came in third in Iowa. 
The speech allegedly eroded his 
support among constituents and 
“scared” away would-be voters. 
He ranked third again in New 


Hampshire, which made the re¬ 
veal by Diane Sawyer on the Janu¬ 
ary 28 ABC Evening News that the 
“scream” speech had been radical¬ 
ly altered by the networks and 
dramatically overplayed a too-lit- 
tle, too-late apology. As Sawyer 
deconstructed it, replete with 
video, the original speech was ex¬ 
actly as Dean had always charac¬ 
terized it: he was shouting to a 
'crowd of hundreds of supporters, 
and was attempting to be heard. 
Except the networks edited out all 
the background noise. 
The entire speech 
was edited and 
remixed for a com¬ 
pletely different im¬ 
pression, which dam¬ 
aged Dean’s cam¬ 
paign. Sawyer elicited 
responses from 
all the big news 
teams: ABC, 
NBC, FOX and 
CBS. Only the last-named refused 
comment. The others admitted to 
the edit and acknowledged they 
had overplayed both the speech it¬ 
self and its consequence. Alas, that 
revelation came too late for Dean. 
Never underestimate the power of 
the media. 

Stunt man 

Why hasn’t Justin Timberlake 
suffered the same negative press 
as Janet Jackson for their Super 
Bowl expose? We’ve watched the 
tape more times than we saw the 
Dean “scream,” and it was Justin 
who ripped Janet’s outfit, not 
Janet herself. Forget the obvious, 
that if your brother has been in¬ 
dicted for sex crimes against chil¬ 
dren you should play it clean 
when performing for an audience 
that’s half kids. And forget that 
this wasn’t the MTV Awards, but 
prime-time network TV on the 
third-biggest family-viewing 
night of the year. The stunt still 
looks bad from every angle. 

We didn’t like the message of 
the stunt nor the message of the 
aftermath. The message of the 
stunt is that it is okay, even sexy 
and fun, for men to tear the shirts 
off women, exposing their breasts 
in public. The message of the af¬ 
termath is similarly bad: it’s the 
woman’s fault. We realize the 
Bush Administration has made us 
all feel like we’ve stepped into the 
wayback machine, but this isn’t 


really the 1950s. Women are not 
to blame for men’s actions against 
them. If Janet planned the stunt 
and Justin agreed to it, they are 
equally culpable. 

Do the network execs watch 
their own programming? Because 
we suggest tuning into any soap 
opera, any prime-time show — 
L&O, NYPD Blue, Las Vegas and 
Survivor, to start — if they want 
to see partial nudity on the small 
screen. There are far more repel¬ 
lent moments on TV: the Bush in¬ 
terview, Dateline's February 6 in¬ 
terview with David Gest dissing 
Liza Minnelli for an hour in vul¬ 
gar detail and exposing his 
hideous stomach, the horrifying 
video of 11 -year-old Carlie Brucia 
being abducted and taken to her 
death. We’re squeamish over a 
bared breast? When are we going 
to get squeamish about the dead 
piling up in Iraq? Just a thought. 

Breaking news: It’s been days 
since the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court made its declaration about 
queer marriage. The Religious 
Right all weighed in on TV the 
first day. When will we hear from 
Senator John Kerry? 

Finally, we had a couple of fa¬ 
vorite quotes of the week. 

Convicted rapist, ear-biter and 
sociopath-about-town Mike 
Tyson weighed in on the Janet 
scandal. He suggested that “we all 
make mistakes. We all slip on the 
banana peel of life.” We could not 
have said it better ourselves. 

Meanwhile, never afraid of scan¬ 
dal, Will & Grace star Megan Mu- 
lally (Karen), who hosted Saturday 
Night Live February 7, was the fea¬ 
tured guest on Conan O'Brien Feb¬ 
ruary 5. The ever-hilarious Mullal- 
ly discussed her sexual proclivities 
while growing up in Oklahoma. 
After telling a story about learning 
to strip with a girlfriend, Mullally 
added, “I was a total lesbo as a kid. 
I’d have girls over and be like, ‘Can 
I tickle your back?”’ 

But no quote can compare 
with Jennifer Beals’ on Jimmy 
Kimmel Live last week. Beals stars 
on The L Word. Kimmel asked her 
if her mother was bothered by 
Beals’ lovemaking with women on 
screen. Beals responded that her 
mother doesn’t care if she has sex 
scenes with men or women, as 
long as she doesn’t have any with 
George Bush.

“If only the vandal 
had explored the Burroughs 
mythology of poetics, perhaps he 
would have found both a useful 
surrogate to actual vandalism, as 
well as an effective cathartic tool,” 
says Nicoletta. 

Oakland resident Margo Mer¬ 
cedes Rivera-Weiss fashioned a 
bookbag and glitzy papier-mache 


tray, both overlaid in cartoonist

oan Didion is as good as it 

< gets, and Where I Was From 
(Knopf, $23) is as good as 
Joan Didion gets. This family his- 
tory-cura-literary overview-cwra- 
economic expose-cwm-memorial 
service addresses the concept 
“California.” Didion has written 
about California before — most 
famously, in her essay collections 
Slouching Towards Bethlehem 
(1968) and The White Album 
(1979). Never before, however, 
has the sixth-generation Californ¬ 
ian turned her deconstructive 
gaze on her own family’s found¬ 
ing myths. 

Didion waited until her moth¬ 
er died, on May 15, 2001, to de¬ 
finitively call into question u home, 
there, where I was from, me, Cali¬ 
fornia.” The resulting 226 com¬ 
pact pages are a must-read for 
anyone ambivalent about the 
“Golden State,” hungry for insight 
into its contradictions, or addict¬ 
ed to the Great American Prose 
Stylist’s intoxicating dollops of 
disillusionment. 


to the intangible forces at war in 
California. 

Didion takes, as her texts, Joan 
Irvine on the vanished beauties of 
the ranchlands she sold for tract 
homes; Big Sur’s Robinson Jeffers 
on the undesirability of human 
society; developer Mark Taper on 
the glories of Lakewood; mass- 
produced painter Thomas 
Kinkaid’s sales brochure; her own 
Run River, and more. She finds 
Frank Norris’ novel The Octopus 
(1901) “the most complex state¬ 
ment to date of the California 
condition.” A hundred years on, 
the soulless profiteering de¬ 
nounced by Norris is the multina¬ 
tional norm. 

Donner party 

“To get all there was but of the 
land, to squeeze it dry, to exhaust 
it, seemed [the San Joaquin grow¬ 
ers’] policy,” Didion quotes Nor¬ 
ris. “When, at last, the land, worn 
out, would refuse to yield, they 
would invest their money in 
something else; by then, they 
would all have made fortunes. 
They did not care.” The Californ¬ 
ian dream turns out to be, like the 


Joan Didion applies an 
accumulated breadth of 
understanding to the intangible 
forces at war in California. 


For 40 years, Didion’s muse 
has shuttled back and forth be¬ 
tween novelist and journalist, sto¬ 
ryteller and story-doubter, poet 
and fact-checker. These two poles 
are now firmly knit together. 
Rhythmic elegance is a sheer skin 
stretched over cherry-picked soci¬ 
ological detail; borrowed buzz¬ 
words dance like metered feet. 
Translucent prose reveals delu¬ 
sions debunked, the founding 
delusion being “the life I was 
raised to admire.” 

Since her first novel, Run 
River (1963), an homage to her 
native Sacramento written in 
New York, the petite genius has 
slowly but surely expanded the 
range of her disbeliefs, making a 
careful inventory of the verbal 
relics of each faith excavated. 
She’s spent a long time observing 
the US political system and its 
unintended disasters, here and 
abroad, in articles and books like 
The Book of Common Prayer 
(1977), Salvador (1983), Miami 
(1987), The Last Thing He Want¬ 
ed (1996), and Political Fictions 
(2001). She applies this accumu¬ 
lated breadth of understanding

land in 1846, self-cannibalizing. 

The “crossing story,” the oral 
and written histories of how Did¬ 
ion’s people reached the West 
Coast from points East, is the 
framing fable of Where I Was 
From. Once Didion dismantles 
her family’s “strikingly unearned” 
pioneer pride, the “enchantment” 
lifts, and the Motherland is re¬ 
vealed as a patchwork of cynical 
business deals, enabled by a free- 
loading populace. 

“The transformation of the 
Bohemian Club from a lively if 
frivolous gathering of local free 
spirits to a nexus of the nation’s 
corporate and political interests,” 
runs an emblematic sentence, “in 
many ways mirrored a larger 
transformation, that of California 
itself from what it had been, or 
from what its citizens preferred to 
believe that it had been, to what it 
is now, an entirely dependent 
colony of the invisible empire in 
which those corporate and politi¬ 
cal interests are joined.” 

California deserved so much 
better than it got. At least there’s 
Didion. ▼
